PERHAPS the best and truest verdict upon the recent happenings 
in Tredegar and the district is that of a corres- 
pondent to the Westminster Gazette, from whose 
articles we reprint extracts elsewhere in this issue. 
He declares that a proportion of the population “ suddenly went mad 
and is now ashamed and sorry.”’ 


South Wales. 


This, we beheve, fairly sums up the 
disgraceful incident and accurately represents local sentiment concerning 
it, notwithstanding the demonstration which took place on Wednesday 
at a meeting of the Monmouthshire Baptist Association. In the shame 
and the sorrow we cordially join—in shame and sorrow that these fair 


isles, so dear to us as English citizens and of which we are 
so proud as Anglo-Jews, should ever have been sullied by 


a wild attack, as causeless as it was sudden, upon a section of our 
people. It were affectation to deny that the outbreak occasioned us - 
grave concern. We Jews know, alas! too well, the tendency of such 
outbursts to spread with furious speed ; we know how limited in God's 
earth is the area which can be said to be immune from anti-Semitism 
in one form or.another. We know that of all considerable countries 
throughout the world modern Britain stood forth proudly in this 
respect as one of the few with a: record of sweet cleanliness. Is it 
any wonder that the news of the doings in the Sirhowy Valleys 
“ame upon us as aterrible shock? {t was like a hasty blow dealt us 
by a friend, whose goodwill we had done nothing to forfeit. Now, how- 


-ever, that the madness 1s stilled, let us render our meed of thanks to the 


authorities in that they hesitated not in asserting the strong arm of the 
law and the shielding weis of order with an effective promptness that 
differentiated not for an instant between class and class and creed and 
creed. It is not always so for our people. How much anti-Semitism 
would be staunched, how many Jewish lives would be saved, did the 
authorities everywhere but recognise. as here, their sheer duty to their 
Jewish citizens! But, unhappily, exactly the difference of attitude on 
the part of the authorities in one case and the other is sometimes ignored: 
the happenings in South Wales are dubbed a pogrom and Russia is said 
to have been transplanted to England. Hence a stupid and gross 
exagveration 18 committed, of which, of course, the most 1s made 
especially abroad, in journals unfriendly to Jews, or frankly anti-Semitic. 


It were  cehurlish, too, not to acknowledge the chorus of 
sympathy with the  vietims of the South Wales outrages, 


of bitter indignation at them, which. has proceeded from one end to the 
other of the district, and far beyond its confines, swelled by a deep 
note of sinerity which there is no mistaking. We cannot refrain, 
however, from saying that this practical unanimity of condemnation 
which we record with thankfulness renders the more remarkable the 
silence of the CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER about these anti- 
Jewish excesses when speaking the other evening in South Wales upon 
the general rioting which has recently taken place there and. palliating 
it. Mr. LLOYD GEORGE need have had no apprehension that he 
would have been misinterpreting the sentiments not alone of his audi- 
ence but of every Welshman worthy of the name throughout the princi- 
pality and of every worthy Britisher throughout the land, had he 
expended just a drop of his rich eloquence in expressing sorrow and 


shame that the fair land of which he is so proud, and which is justly 


so proud of him, should have been sullied by attacks on Jews. The 
desire of all of usis to wipe the memory of the evil days from our minds as 
soon as may be, to forget as completely as we forgive. We Jews are the 
last people in the world to earry evil passions of resentment or to cherish 
enmities. The expressions of regret which have reached us will not 
find us unresponsive. Jews in the Principality will strive by the lives 
they are leading, and by their conduct as citizens, to deepen yet further 
the sentiment of sorrow that prevails to-day at what happened at 
Tredegar and in its district—to deepen it until there is garlanded 
crown of sorrow,” the remembering only “happier things,” 
with the consequent obliviousness that will cover all recollection of the 
sudden madness that seized a portion of the inhabitants.

THE Rey. Mr. ROSENZWEIG, of Belfast, has got himself into boil- 
ing water. Some days ago, the London /Lvening 
News telegraphed to him for his opinion on the 
Riots in Wales, prepaying twenty-four words for his 
reply. The paper got something more than it could have anticipated 
for its money, for Mr. ROSENZWEIG travelled from the South of Waleg 
to the North of Ireland and. gratuitously gave the LMvening News a 
“Gem ’”’ against Home Rule. ~ I shudder to think,’ wired the Bel- 
fast Jewish Minister © of the precarious position in which my people in 
the North of Ireland would be situated, for the first few months at all 
events, if Home Rule should be granted.” Now, robbed of ~ the con- 
text of ratiocination,’ Mr. ROSENZWEIG’s words look ominously lke 
“1 pronunciamento against Home Rule. Yet they contain even in them- 
selves the saving grace of “the first few months.”’ If hisshuddering would 
thus be temporary, as is obvious from what he said, ought it not to have 
been seen at once that it was not thepolicy of Home Rule but its incidence 
as a political transition which caused the mental quivering of the rev. 
gentleman? And so, in fact, appears to have been the case. Mr. 
ROSENZWEIG had been told that there would be “ excursions and 
alarums’”’ in the North of Ireland if Home Rule became law. On high 
authority he had been told that Ulster would fight and Ulster would tg

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right, and putting two and two-——or rather South Wales and North 
Ireland-——together he came to the conclusion that as soon as rioting 
was about, the Jews would be sure to suffer, and he shuddered 
accordingly. Voila tout! But from this expression of, opinion, 
as would have been expected by everyone except Mr. ROSENZWEIG; 
the excitable Celt has rushed to all sorts of conclusions, and the 
papers in Mr. ROSENZWEIG'S district are full of indignant 
repudiations of the suggestion that under Home Rule Jews would 
not be as secure as under the Union. They call Heaven to witness 
the ingratitude of this Jewish Minister for the hospitality “ accorded 
him and his flock, and the utter cardinal sinfulness of his daring to 
shudder as he has over the telegraph wires. Naturally, he has 
evoked protests of the bleeding heart kind from all sorts and conditions 
of people, and not least from Jews like Mr. MILLER, who writes to 
our columns and tells the Minister to stick to his pulpit. 


And, after all, the fault, if fault there be, is with the wicked Hveniny 
News, who prepaid their reply twenty-four words. Sixpence more or less 
and Mr. ROSENZWEIG would have been more explicit or less discursive. 
Then all would have been well!—except that perhaps the Fivening 
News would not have got an opinion so exactly to their liking on 
Home Rule. Mr. ROSENZWEIG, of course, has as much right to 
express an opinion on Home Rule as anyone else—indeed, wé hold it 
the duty of ministers of religion to influence, as far as they can, political 
opinion which affects the lives, the homes, the very being of those 
subject to it. The prophets of old were politicians to a man down to 
their very sandals. But neither Mr. ROSENZWEIG nor anyone else 
should venture a declaration on so vast and vitriolic a subject as 
Home Rule from the very cockpit of the controversy in a_ prepaid 
twenty-four words’ telegram, especially if he has to give, within 
that limitation, his views too on the doings of another section of 
the Celtic iringe.’ The rev. gentleman's essay in_ telegraphic 
condensation was over-bold and he has boggled badly. But our 
friends across the St. George's Channel may rest calm.  Anti- 


Semitism shows its head in strange places, but we refuse to think, 


either with a shudder or without, of Irishmen being so crassly 
stupid as to inaugurate a Governmental system for which it has 
been striving for upwards of a century with wonderful fidelity and 
self-sacrifice by a burst of outrages against Jews. We thought, too, 
that it was agreed that a condition of Home Rule was to be the 
absolute safeguarding and entire freedom of all religions and of those 
who profess them. In their own interests the strongest of Home 
Rulers would not object to this provision, however redundant and 
unnecessary it might be considered. Mr. ROSENZWEIG need not 
shudder. He can leave others to do that when they see a minister so 
unwise as to land himself, as Mr. ROoSENZWEIG has done on the present 
occasion, in a veritable hornet’s nest of burning political strife. 


THE question of the Chief Rabbinate—-or rather the crop of 
anxious questions that cluster around the filling of 
that high office—we do not think the moment 
opportune for discussing in anything like detail. 
But two letters—one from Mr. 8. WALLACH, Junr.. 
and the other from Mr. AUGUSTUS KAHN—appeared in our columns 
last week, and the writer in each case urged, as Mr. ROSENBAUM 
urges in our current issue, that no successor to Dr. ADLER 
should be appointed “before,” to use Mr. KAHN's words, full 
investigation into the religious needs of the community ”’ has been 
made. With this same purpose in view, Mr. WALLACH has given 
notice that he will propose, at the first meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, the appointment of a Committee having for its 
object the investigation advocated by Mr. KAHN. We doubt whether 
such a Committee as Mr. WALLACH proposes would adequately meet 
» the case. Unlike a Royal Commission, to which he compares the body he 
proposes to call into being—" asort of Royal Commission”’ he calls it—a 
Committee of the United Synagogue would have no power to summon 
witnesses and call for papers’ Its enquiry would hence be limited to 
the United Synagogue, and its members would have their experience,

to a large extent, confined to their knowledge of that body, and 


possibly, to some extent, that of the Federation of Synagogues. Needless 
to say, a far wider field, metropolitan and provincial, has to be covered if 
“ the religious needs of the community ” are to be examined with any 
fulness, and for this purpose the Committee, if set up at all, should be 
drawn from a far wider area than the Council of the United Synagogue. 


We have grave doubts, however, as to the wisdom of deferring the 
_ appointment of Dr. ADLER’S successor till some Committee has met, 
deliberated and decided. There are, to be sure, as Mr. KAHN says, 
‘ urgent problems of ecclesiastical administration and religious organisa- 
tion " to be solved, but clearly the most urgent of them all is the 
definite and concrete one as to who is to become CHIEF RABBI. The 
community would do well to get at least that problem out of the way. 
Committees have a habit of deliberating deliberately, their decisions are 
not readily arrived at, and we have heard of committees of the 
United Synagogue Council that have utterly lost themselves, 
leaving no trace of their whereabouts to say nothing of a 
report. In any case a Committee means delay, and the appointment 
of a successor to our late revered CHIEF RABBI brooks none. He 
who knew the needs of the community as well as any of us, to say the 
least, bade us leave his office vacant for as short a period as possible. 
Mr, KAHN js doubtless right when he says that before proceeding to the 
selection of a CHIEF RABBI we ought to consider whether we mean to

continue the office. But diseussion upon that point need not be 
prolonged. We believe that the vast majority of the community has 
made up its mind that a successor to Dr. ADLER-shall be appointed, and 
will prefer to build around him gradually, and with his assistance, 
which, until he is appointed, cannot beavailable, theecclesiastical adminis- 
tration and religious organisation of the future, rather than attempt to lay 
down a cut-and-dried constitution to hammer out which will involve 
endless discussion and infinite friction.

A REMARKABLE decision, come to by a majority of the London 
Immigration Appeal Board last Friday, forms a 
flagrant instance of harsh and unconscionable 
Administration of the Aliens Act. An immigrant had 
been refused by the Immigration Officer, who declared to the Appea! 
Board that at the time he rejected the immigrant. he was not in posses- 
sion of the whole of the facts concerning him. Had he known them, 
he confessed, he would not have hesitated to admit him. Having, how- 
ever, once been rejected, the immigrant had to appeal, and, notwith- 
standing the statement frankly and fairly made by the Immigration

Decision. 


Officer, members of the Board thought it necessary to discuss 


the case in camera. _In the result, the appeal was rejected. Mr. 
POLAK, who was the Chairman of the Board, expressed his total 
disagreement from the decision. In reply, Mr. EVANS, another 
member of the Board, declared that the appellant would not be 
fit under American law for admission into the United States, and, 
therefore, he did not think he should land in England. It thus appears 
that this gentleman forgot that he was administering English law. 
The Aliens Act of England states quite distinctly that a person may 


be rejected only if, in the opinion of the Immigration Officer, he is an 
undesirable immigrant. 


In this case the Immigration Officer said that he could not come 
under that category, and if the gentlemen of the Board had obeyed the 
law they. should at once have admitted the appellant. We are told 
that he had the disability of deafness, but we see nothing in the Act 
which says that a deaf alien whom an Immigration Officer does not 
How deafness, which in the 
case of this appellant was really slight, can be construed into an infirmity 
which renders him “ likely to become a charge upon the rates or other- 
wise a detriment to the public’’ we do not know. Nor do we 
know what Mr. EVANS meant by declaring that a man of forty-seven 
was ' a man of advanced years.” Is Mr. EVANS himself a baby? If 
he is so young as to regard a man of forty-seven as °a man of advanced 
years,’ he is clearly too young to sit on an Appeal Board. We con- 
fess to failing to understand the whole of this procedure, and seeing 
that this immigrant came to join his two sons who are here in moder- 
ately fair positions, the decision appears to us to haye been as unwise 
ag it was unfair, and &§ cruel as it was illegal. ei see

A GEM “IN THE ROUGH” BY TAFFYID. 


IS IT PARALYSIS? 


T was Disraeli who observed that “Candour is the brightest gem of 
criticism.” The quality which the great Hebrew commended appeals to 
me in a letter I received a few days ago. Had the writer provided me 
with his name and address, not necessarily for publication but as evidence 
of complete ingenuousness, the document would have been entirely 

admirable. As. it is, it is important and interesting. Here it is as it reached 
my hands: | | 
DEAR MENTOR :— 


‘You have taken an utterly wrong and abundantly mischievous 
view of the so-called anti-Semitic riot in Tredegar and other places in 
South Wales. Indeed, to goodness, as they say down in those parts, 
you have for sure. To read what you had to say, anyone would think 
something terrible had happened to Jews down there—men, women 
and children murdered after having been tortured, police and soldiers 
cracking Jewish heads with batons, and causing Jews to flee for their 
lives at the bayonet’s point. That would have been clearly anti- 


Semitism. But you do not take into account the locality and the 
people. Of course, if what happened in Tredegar had happened in 


say Park Lane, or even in Hampstead—which God forbid !—it would 
‘ have been different—there it would have been not alone anti-Semitism 
—TIT should have called it a pogrom. But then there would be all the 
difference, because who, after all, were the sort of Jews in Tredegar and 
thymney and Ebbw Vale? They were petty packmen, paltry pawn- 
brokers and tinpot traders, they were not big bankers, flourishing 
financiers, magniloquent mammon-magnates. Can't you see the 
difference ? Besides, some of them in South Wales had only been here 
from abroad a little while, I am told, and had not got used to British 


ways. 

One of the victims, though at the time a_ shopkeeper, 
had, I assured, been Shochet, and was it not an 
English poet who said, “He who slays fat oxen must himself 
be slain’ or something like that? Where is the evidence in 
South Wales of anti-Semitism? The crowd did not want to 


harm the Jews—all they were bent upon was harming, and the Jews 
just happened to be there when the crowd came along on harming 
bent. If Jews had not been there, there still might have been 
some harming, but then the Jews would not have been harmed—that 
ought to be clear to you. The mob simply went for looting shops, and 
if no Jews had had shops no Jews would have suffered from the mob. 
As an advertisement well-known on the hoardings puts it, “It is so 
simple!’ And it does seem to me a mean sort of thing to make such 
a fussas you do about the affair. After all, suppose there had been no 
Jews there, good Welshmen might have been harmed or their places 
looted. And when, as undoubtedly happened for once, Jews proved of 
real value in defending the people amongst whom they lived—many of 
them, believe me, between you and me, really far better people in every 
way—they ought, if they are loyal to Wales, no matter how they 
sutfered, to be proud of the service they have done, and not cry out and 
complaimr. Of course, “ Mentor,” in Russia it is all different. There, 
when the Jews are attacked, the mob attacks them because they are 
Jews—the Russian mob objects to the religion of the Jew and doesn’t 
want to loot; in fact, if any goods belonging to Jews were about, I 
believe the Russian mob would not touch them. Can't you see the 
difference ? | 

Besides, if the attack in South Wales was anti-Semitic, what is the 
good of saying so? The thing is over and done, it can’t be undone, 


whether it was anti-Semitic or it wasn’t-—so we might as well say it 


wasn't. It looks so bad to say it was. We shall have every foreign 
‘Jew throwing it up in our teeth and telling us that Britain isn’t worth 
coming to. Then, too, how shall we be able to say we are Welshmen 
or Englishmen if we have to admit that Britishers go in for 
anti-Semitism ? It would make us look so foolish, while, on 


the other hand, we can’t deny we are Welshmen (only of- the | 


Jewish persuasion), just like Englishmen who are Protestants or 
Catholics or Baptists. No! to call this outbreak anti-Semitism 
would upset every boast we have made ever since we were 
emancipated, and Jews were allowed to sit in Parliament, and were 
made peers, and all that sort of thing. Besides, if this mob really 
wanted to show itself anti-Semitic, would it be likely that Sir Rufus 
Isaacs would be Attorney-General, how could Mr. Herbert Samuel be 
Postmaster-General, would it not be absurd for Mr. E. Montagu to 
be Indian Under Secretary, or even Mr. Lawson to be member of 
Parliament for Mile End—because he has himself acknowledged that 
he is half a Jew? And, as to your saying that the Aliens Act 
had anything to do with the Welsh riots, I call that utter non- 
sense. Don’t you see the Aliens Act keeps out Jews? 
If there were no Jews there could be no anti-Semitic riots, and 
the less Jews there are the less anti-Semitic rioting would there be if 
there was really any. So I think the Aliens Act instead, as you say, of 
causing the riot in South Wales, might have prevented it, if it had 
been in existence years ago before any of the Jews in South Wales 
came here. What I call an anti-Semitic riot is where for weeks or 
months the pulpits preach against the Jews, soldiers and police show 
themselves ready to do anything to Jews and refuse to do anything to 
non-Jews—where Jews are at least assaulted or perhaps tortured 


and murdered wholesale and are called all sorts of things~-like Jew 


Jew !—by the mob. That is what I would call an anti-Semitic riot. 
wherever it took place—not the thing that occurred in South Wales. 
where no one was hurt except for the looting, and then no prominent 
Jewish leaders. The fact is you look at it all from the Jewish 
point of view, and so long as you look at the question from that aspect 
you are certain to regard it in a wrong and mischievous way, because 
although Jews were assailed the riot was a Welsh matter and not a 
Jewish one. I don’t really believe the riot was so much anti-Jewish 
as pro-Welsh. Nor do think you are philologically 
correct when you say the mob was anti-Semitic or anti-Jewish, because 
you also say it went for the Jews. Now, if it went for the Jews it must 
have been pro-Jewish. Excuse the length of this, but I so often agree 
with what you write that I am sorry you have gone on this matter so 
very wrong.

A friend of mine in Amsterdam once explained to me that there are rare 
and priceless gems that are best left in the rough—cutting and polishing, even 
the most cunning and careful, spoil them, and deteriorate their value to the 
expert.

M. STOLYPIN'S ANTI-SEMITIC SCHEME. 
The Opinions of the Assistant Minister of Commerce and of Deputy Roditcheff. 
| (From our Correspondent. 


The newly-appointed Assistant Minister of Commerce, M. Park, has had a 
conversation with a representative of the Retch on the problems confronting his 
department. Although strongly in favour of encouraging purely Russian enter- 
prise, the Minister expressed his opinion that the Government ought to foster 
every commercial undertaking within the limits of the Empire. The corre- 
spondent questioned him on the practicability of the Premier’s scheme directed 
against Jewish commerce. For obvious reasons, M. Bark abstained from answer- 
ing the inquiry directly, but he confessed that he could not understand the 
scheme, and he concluded his interview with the expression of the hope that the 
Premier’s plan would soon fall into oblivion with that dramatic suddenness with 
which it recently made its appearance. 

Deputy Roditcheff has stated that the scheme was doomed to failure owing to 
its unworkable character. He felt sure that even the anti-Semitic third Duma 
would reject the measure from a business standpoint. He however expected the 
Government to start an extensive campaign against the Parliamentary franchise 
of the Jews, reducing it to a minimum. Deputy Nikelsky (of Odessa) expressed 
similar views. Both Deputies saw in the Premier’s measure only a new source of 
bribery for the Russian authorities. 


The Premier’s Revenge.—Heart-rending Accounts of Persecution. 


As soon as the Premier discovered, a fortnight ago, that the introduction of 
his new anti-Semitic measure would have to be delayed (for reasons recorded in 
last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE), he lost no time in embarking on a new cam- 
paign against the Jews. It is even rumoured in St. Petersburg that the plan of 
the present assaults on ancient Jewish privileges was worked out for him at the 
recent secret gathering in Moscow. This time the centre of official attraction are 
the numerous Jewish artisans residing outside the Pale and in the villages of the 
Pale itself. Careful investigations were carried out during the last three years in 
all those prohibited areas as to the rights of domicile of the Jewish artisans. In 
several non-Pale centres (e.g., Kieff, Smolensk, Kursk, Vologda, St. Petersburg, 
Moscow and Sebastopol), a regular chase was instituted after them, expelling 
every Jew whose right of residence at all laid itself open to doubt, and the officials 
of the hitherto unaffected province of Wilna were ordered last week to undertake 
a similar revision of the documents of the Jewish artisans in the villages. Having 
discovered, however, that all those searches were still inadequate to produce a 
total clearance of the Jewish artisans from the non-Pale provinces, and being 
desirous of demonstrating the continuity of the anti-Semitic policy, a new 
method has been discovered in dealing with them, which is nothing 


short of a swindle. Under this method, the old registers of the 


Artisans’ Guilds, containing the lists of the Jewish members qualified as 
such, are carefully destroyed by the police, who are the official guar- 
dians of the documents. An experiment was made last week with the Bichov and 
Bobruisk registers, and, though in the former case a Jewish official of the 
Artisans’ Guild volunteered evidence as to the lost entries, his statement was 
ignored, and the Jewish artisans outside the Pale were ordered to depart 
from there on the ground that the authorities could not see their way 
to verify the documents. The seriousness of the situation may be judged 
from the fact that the loss of the Bichov register alone implies the 
exile of a hundred and fifty Jewish families. At Vologda, the police contrived last 
week to cancel two hundred artisans’ documents without losing the register, and 
fears are expressed that a time of unprecedented persecution is yet in store for 
the Jewish workmen. A heart-rending account of despotism has reached the 
capital from the Orgief district in Bessarabia. The local Chief of Police holds 
the Jews ina state of terror, and even thirty yeafs of residence in a village is no 
security against exile. On one occasion he arrested a Jew for yiewing a friend’s 
garden, the other end of which was situated outside the town boundary (conse- 
quently also outside the Pale). During his frequent inspections, he fines Jews at 
random and insults them on every possible occasion. He does not allow them 
even to pass a village on their way to a town. Once he went so far 
as to obtain possession of documents of domicile and afterwards to deny 
all knowledge of them. The Turchan (Siberia) officials having heard of M. 
Stolypin’s scheme, have already prohibited the Jewish merchants, who used to 
go there for the last thirty years for ‘‘red fish,” from visiting the town. Last 
week, two hundred Jewish holiday makers were also suddenly expelled from 
the resorts near Kovel. As a result of all those cruelties, the feeling of despair 
and total helplessness is seizing hitherto more optimistic Jews. Considerable 
anxiety has also been caused by the news from Kieff that the weaker members of 
he Jewish faith, finding themselves unable to resist the persecutions, are 
enouncing their religion in appreciable numbers. The vast majority, however, 
refer emigration to conversion. | 


Why the Two Jews were Shot. 


A considerable sensation has been caused by the explanation of the Uralsk 
shooting affray. It appears that the Chief of Police endeavoured to compel the 
local Jewish community to purchase a horse from him for 1,000 roubles (850 
roubles in excess of its real value). The community, having been promised a 
relaxation of the cruel ré/yime, agreed to pay only 800 roubles, but the Chief of 
the Police announced his intention to exact from them the sum he asked, 

he Jews complained to the Governor, and the Chief of the*Police obtained the 
names of the communal spokesmen and settled with them in the manner described

Dr. Alfred Stern's Eightieth Birthday. — 


The celebration of the eightieth birthday of Dr. Alfred Stern, President of 
the Jewish community in Vienna, assumed the form of an imposing demonstration 


of the high esteem in which he is held not only by Jews in the capital and through-— 


out the Austrian Empire, but also in the foremost political, legal and literary 
circles. The anniversary was celebrated at Dr. Stern’s summer residence in 
Baden (near Vienna) which was beautifully decorated with flowers. Here 
surrounded by the members of his family (including his nephew, Oscar Straus, the 
famous composer of the musical plays that have en joyed record.runs in Lendon), the 
veteran Jewish leader received more than one thousand congratulatory 
messages and fully eighty deputations, headed naturally by the Executive of the 
Jewish Community, who handed him a commemorative medal in silver, the work 
of the celebrated medallist, Professor Schwartz. Many non-Jewish organisations 
among them the Society for Combatting anti-Semitiem, also sent addresses. 
Among those who sent personal congratulations were Count Stiirgkh, Minister of 
Public Worship and Education, Baron Bienerth, Governor of Lower Austria 
Professor Eduard Suess, former President of the Academy of Sciences (who has 
himself just completed his 80th year), and Barons;Alphonse and Louis de Rothschild, 


The Tsar and Jewish Heroes.—Grievances Presented. 
‘From our Correspendent. } | 
An interesting account is given of the Tsar’s recent meeting with M, 


Tcherkass, one of the heroes of the Russo-Japanese campaign. Not having been — 


able to obtain a special audience for himself and his friends, the Jewish ex-soldier 
met the Tsar at the opening of achurch. Decorated with two George Orders 
for bravery, he approached the Tsar and knelt. He then presented the grievances 
of the Jewish soldiers to his Majesty, complaining of the insult hurled at them by 
the scheme to exclude Jews from the Army, as well as by the prohibition to 
organise Jewish Lads’ Brigades. His address brought the Tsar’s sue into a state 
of confusion. He was asked to present a proof that the Jews were anxious to 
form Lads’ Brigades, and he immediately produced a petition to that effect. On 
leaving the ceremony, the police desired to arrest him, but, when the Commander 
of the George Order was asked for permission for the detention, he ordered the 
authorities to liberate the man. A few days later he received permission to forma 
Bngade at Odessa, and subsequently the organisation of another Brigade at 
Kishineff was also agreed to, and the respective committees in charge of the scheme 
were approved of. 

The military organ, the Russki Invalid, also announces that the Tsar has 
expressed his admiration of the bravery of the Jewish soldiers, Kusminov and 
Pomineff, in saving the life of a Russian officer. Both soldiers were wounded 
during their heroic act. 


The Situation in Morocco. 


A recent visitor to England (who resides in Morocco) has given us 
encouraging information as to ‘the future of the Jews in the Moorish Empire. 
Should the present political crisis result in handing over to France the 
political control of the Empire, an era of security and stability will set in from 
which the Jews cannot but derive benefit. Commerce, which is largely in the 
hands of Jews on the coast towns, will extend into the interior, especially 
at Fez and Marrakesh, where trade is being carried on at _ present 
on a comparatively limited scale, owing to inadequate communication with the 
ports. With the advent of a firm régime and better means of transit, the Jews in 
the two capitals just named would have better opportunities of trading, par- 
ticularly if the younger generation were taught English (French is at present the 
only foreign language taught at Jewish schools in the interior), having regard to 
the fact that a considerable share of the Moroccan commerce is carried on with 
England. Owing to the existing unrest, the Jews in several towns, notably 
Mequinez, have suffered considerably at the hands of marauding tribes, but 
although the present Sultan is noted for his indiscriminate cruelty, the Jews on 
the whole-—-and this applies with most force to those in Fez—are better treated 


than they were under his immediate predecessor. 


Jubilee of a Jewish Lady Doctor in St. Petersburg. 

Dr. Miriam Raskin, whose fame in the medica! world extends beyond Russia, 
has just celebrated the completion of twenty-five years of scientific and literary 
activity. Dr. Raskin isthe principal assistant at the Policlinic of Princess Helena 
Pawlowna, and has won a great reputation for her scientific investigations in the 
domain of bacteriology. For the past fifteen years she has delivered lectures in 
the Policlinic on the branch of medicine in which the specialises; she was for 
many years Editress of the Encycloprdiw of Medwal Scrence. Under the 
pseudonym of “ Morskaja,” Dr. Raskin has written a large number of much 
appreciated stories and sketches for the young. 


Mr. F. C. Hollander Re-elected Mayor of Durban. 
[From a Correspondent | 


Durban Jewry has to congratulate Mr. F. C. Hollander, J.P., on his re-election 
as Mayor of the Borough of Durban. The unanimous election is enthusiastically 
approved by the Press and public, and the tribute paid by Councillor Ellis Brown 
to Mr. Hollander for his work during the past year is fully endorsed by all. During 
his year of office Mr. Hollander has proyed himself a worthy successor of the 
capable men who have preceded him, and the best evidence of this, as already 
stated, is the unanimous wish of the Council that he should be re-elected for 
another year to fill the high and honourable position of chief citizen of the borough. 

Councillor F. C. Hollander, J.P., was born in 1875; -he is the son of the late 
Mr. David Hollander (President, Birmingham Hebrew Congregation), and grand- 
son of the late Rev. M. Hollander, of Birmingham. He is head of the well-known 
firm of Hollander Bros., jewellers, Durban, and was first elected to the Town 
Council in 1905. He has been Chairman of some of the most important Com- 
mittees of the Council. , 

It is gratifying to note that Mr. Hollander takes a very great interest in the 
communal welfare. He has been President of the Durban Hebrew Congregation 
for the past three years and has prominently identified himself with communal 
matters for the past fifteen years. Mr. Hollander also holds high Masonic rank, 
being P.M. and P.Z., and Past Grand Deacon of the Grand Lodge ; this honour 
was specially conferred by the Grand Lodge in recognition of his services. 


The Jewish Quarter at Aidin Destroyed by Fire. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 

A great fire broke out on the 25th August at Aidin, a town near Smyrna. 
Commencing at noon, it was not subdued until midnight, after having destroyed a 
thousand houses, a dozen mosques, and three schools; two of them Jewish. The 
entire Jewish quarter was reduced to ashes. Six hundred Jewish families are 
completely ruined and are in a state of utter destitution. The Jewish community 
at Smyrna has opened a relief fund, having already sent food and clothing as soon 
as the sad news reached that town. According to recent statistics, the Jewish 
population of Aidin exceeds 4,000. 


The Tsar’s Hatred of Jews. 


A number of incidents of recent occurrence, observes the American Hebrew, 
confirm the general. impression that the present ruler of the Russian Empire 


is a confirmed anti-Semite. The appeal of the community of Almazny against 


the unlawful action of the Governor of Ekaterinoslav in exiling Jews has been 
denied, the Tsar refusing to interfere with his orders. The announcement of his 
attitude toward expulsions of Jews has served as afresh stimulus to the police of 
St. Petersburg and Simbirsk to exile Jews, while at Kieff scores of our coreligion- 
ists have met with the same treatment for “not having been found at work on 
Saturday.” 

In taking the part of the anti-Semite Iliadore against the people and the 
Ministry, the Tsar has initiated a policy of protecting lawlessness, and in inter- 
fering with the Yushinsky case, in spite of all evidence, he has confirmed his 
inclinations. With regard to the Yushinsky case, which arose out of the Kieff 
blood accusation, it is learnt that a new inquiry has been ordered into 
the blood libel affair and Yushinsky’s stepfather has been ordered to be 
released. The old inquiry having established the guilt of the Real Russians, the 
latter despatched a deputation to St. Petersburg, and, with the aid of Dr. 
Dubrovin, they obtained access to the most influential members of the Court 
entourage and the Tsar himself. All the officials who had conducted the inquiry 
and who had been denounced in Dr. Dubrovin’s organ, the Russkoe Znamya, 
— dismissed or compelled to resign on suspicion of having received bribery from 

e Jews, 


The new inquiry into the Kieff affair’ will be conducted by a Prosecutor of 
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General Tolmatcheff’s bodyguard, specially summoned from Odessa. The decree 
nominally confiscating the Real Russians blood libel literature was also recalled, 
and the inflammatory pamphlets are now being circulated in all the churches and 
sent to Rabbis and communal workers in order to terrorise them. It is feared that 
no effort to disprove the libel will have an effect on the new head of the inquiry 
and that the Real Russians will be exonerated officially from blame at all costs. 

A new element of anxiety is provided by the agitation of the Real Russians 
against Shechita; they are accusing the Shochetim of being the agents of the 
Jewish communities in the alleged ritual crimes. 


Brutal Treatment of an Austrian Jew in Russia. 


The Neue Freie Presse prints the following communication from Herr Victor 
Pick, of Vienna :— 

“On the 27th February last, at the Russian frontier station Sosnowice, I was, 
for no reason whatsoever, and although my papers were perfectly in order, arrested 
by the officers of gendarmes [wanow and Glasow and kept four weeks ina filthy 
prison cell, without sleeping or washing accommodation. My indentification by 
the Russian Councillor of State Dittel and by many citizens of Sosnowice was of 
as little avail to me as was the arrival eight days after my arrest of my papers, 
for the two police officers declared that they kept me imprisoned, because Russian 
officers had been put in prison in Austria. To the energetic intervention of our 
diplomatic representative in Russia | owe my eventual release from the prison in 
which a number of poor Austrian subjects (Jews) were also detained. The Russian 
representative of our firm (The Josefsthal Rubber and Asbestos Factory) was 
arrested with me, but was released six days later. On the 19th July, I received 
from our Consul General in Warsaw the intimation that the Governor General 
had forbidden me in the future to travel and reside in Russia.” This remarkable 
occurrence, says the Newe Freie Presse,is to be brought to the notice of the Reichsrath, 
and it expresses the wish that the Austrian Government would protect its subjects 
from Russian arbitrariness even though they be subjects professing 


the Jewish 
faith. | | 


A Jewish Deputy’s Success in Bulgaria. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


SALONICA, 
Mr. Haim Farchy, the first Jew elected to the Bulgarian Parliament, has 
won general esteem and popularity, especially in Government circles. In the 
course of a long debate on modifications of the constitution M. Farchy came to 
the defence of the Cabinet and delivered a speech so full of practical common 
sense that at its conclusion he was greeted with enthusiastic cheers. When he 
left the tribune all the ministers, including the Premier, rose and warmly con- 


gratulated him. Since then his name is on everybody's lips, and_ his 
photograph has been reproduced in several newspapers. When his turn 
came to be presented to the King at a. banquet given by His 


Majesty the Prime Minister said to his colleagues: ‘Ile deserves to be introduced 
by all of us at the same time.” The King and (Jueen have several times met M. 
Farchy while taking drives, and they invariably stopped their carriaye in order to 
have a chat with him. When the Prime Minister and the other members of the 
Cabinet pay official visits to provincial towns, they are always accompanied by M. 
Farchy, whom they thus delight to honour. 


The Blood Libel in Russia.—M. Roditcheff’s View. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


The Real Russians are endeavouring to accuse the Jews. of the untimely death 
of the son of the female criminal Tcheberakova, although there exists little doubt 
that his end was hastened by his mother and associates who feared his inability to 
hide the truth inthe Yushinsky inquiry. On his deathbed, he made a few discon- 
nected statements bearing on the case, and they were recorded by the officrals 
present. His body is being examined by experts, pending whose decision no fresh 
acts are anticipated on the part of the authorities. 

Meanwhile, the blood accusation epidemic shows no signs of abatement. 
Owing to the loss of a Russian child at Zirardev, the local Jews were threatened 
last week with a massacre. Happily, the child returned home, having spent a 
considerable time with his friends whilst bathing. At Lodz, an astounding cruelty 
was committed last week on a Russian boy with a view to throwing the blame on 
Jews. The matter assumed a serious aspect, but fortunately the crime was traced 
toa Russian woman. It is.noteworthy that in each case witnesses were readily 
found among the Real Russians, who gave evidence to the police of Jewish com- 
plicity in the alleged crimes. ‘Oaly too many Russians,” recently remarked M. 
Roditcheff, ‘now believe in the blood libel, and there are even intelligent people 
and Octobrist deputies who are ready to accept the Real Russian stories. It was, 
therefore, more prudent to send the interpellation on the libel to a Committee, 
where it is likely to remain, than to give the anti-Semites an opportunity of 
developing their views at a discussion of the validity of the accusation.” 


Grand Vizier’s Action in Favour of Palestine Jews. 
According to the Hebrew Journal Hacheruth, of Jerusalem, the Grand Vizier, 
in response to repeated representations made to him by the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, 
has directed the new Governor of Jerusalem to give his special attention to assure 
the security of the Jewish colonies in Gaijlee and to take care that the local 


authorities shall place no obstacles in the way of Ottoman Jews who desire to.

First Synagogue at Alberta.

Canada to the Union Jack and to King and country. Mr. J. Diamond gave an 


interesting sketch of the growth of the Jewish population, which began almost 


from the day Jews settled in Calgary some twenty years ago. Other speakers 
were Messrs. Clark and Graves, City Commissioners, Mackie, Sheriff Chief of 
Police, Van Wart, R. B. Bennett, Colonel Walker, T. M. Tweedie, Dr. Stewart 
and George H. Ross, H. J. Cooper, Secretary, and J. Fleishman, of Vancouver 
British Columbia. Mr. Charles Bell laid the corner-stone, while the band played 
Hatikvah and the National Anthem.

Russian and Roumanian Jewish Emigrants in Vienna. 
The inhabitants of the Unteren Donaustrasse, between the Aspern and 
Franzen Bridges, were astonished yesterday (says the Newe Freie Presse in its 
issue of Saturday last), by the sight of a body of emigrants—men, women and

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children—with trunks and bundles, who camped for several hours in the open 
air. ‘These people formed one of several large groups of Jewish emigrants from 
Russia and Roumania, who, for some weeks past, have been passing through 
Vienna en route for the Argentine or the United States, and who seek and, as far 
as circumstances permit, obtain material or meral help from the Israelitishchen 
Allianz here. At the former headquarters of the Allianz in the Weihburggasse, the 
neighbours were accustomed to such gatherings ; butin the Unteren Donaustrasse, 
where the offices are now located, they are still a novelty. The admirably con- 
ducted Emigrants’ Care Department of the Allianz, arranged in the course of 
recent years, through numerous Frontier Committees along the Roumanian and 
Russian frontiers and’through an extensive correspondence with many Care Com. 
mittees in the countries of origin of the emigrants, that the large number of 
emigrants, after previous advice, shall be received on the frontiers and after tele- 
graphic communication with the central body in Vienna, shall be so dealt with 
that every unnecessary halt on the way shall be avoided, and ‘the emigrants 
sent direct from Vienna to Trieste, Marseilles or Rotterdam for embarka- 
tion. Yesterday’s group, which, through inadvertence, had not advised the oftice 
and proceeded there direct from the railway station, was despatched the same 
afternoon to the ports. | 


Educational Restrictions in Russia. 
(From our Correspondent. } 


The Russian Government has inaugurated the new educational year by closing 
Pit’s Jewish female gymnasium in Kieff, which was attended by a few hundred 
Jewesses. The latter will be exiled from the city as a result of this step. Jewish 
children are also refused admission to the elementary schools in the south-west 
of Russia and the Kieff and Ekaterinoslav Schools of Commerce, which were 
opened and financed by Jews. 


Attack on a Jewish Funeral Procession at Lemberg. 
(From our Correspondent. ! 
VIENNA. 
A few days ago a Jewish funeral procession (the deceased was a Customs’ 
Official), was proceeding through the streets of Lemberg on its way to the cemetery. 


When it reached the end of the city 1t was attacked by labourers who were engaged 


in repairing the road. They threw stones and mud at the hearse and the coach 
containing the mourners, and jeered at the Rabbi, Dr. Gutmann. A large stone 
struck the driver of the hearse, who put his horses at the gallop until he reached 
the Customs’ guard-house, to the occupant of which he appealed for help against 
the pursuing mob. The official, instead of ordering the mob to desist, encouraged 
them to continue their attack, and joined in the insults they levelled against the 
mourners. ‘The arrival of the police put a stop to the disgraceful scene. The 
President of the Jewish community in Lemberg promptly addressed a protest to 
the Chief of Police. 


The Annexation of Finnish Territory and the Jews.

The much discussed step providing for the annexation of two communes of 
Viborg to the province of St. Petersburg will indirectly affect the Jews. The two 
districts in question lately became the residences of many Jews (especially of St. 
Petersburg residents) during the summer, the Governor of the capital having pro- 
hibited our coreligionists from residing in the resorts on Russian territory. As a 
result of the annexation scheme, however, all prominent. local resorts will in 
future be under the jurisdiction of the Governor of St. Petersburg and, therefore, 
closed to the Jews.

A Priest Defends a Jewish Public Official.

The Coming General Election in Germany. 

Preparations are being advanced for the elections to the Reichstag. The list 
of candidates so far does not contain the name of a single Jew. The contrary is 
the case in respect to the Diets. The Prussian Chamber of Deputies has about 
half-a-dozen Jewish members, all of whom belong to the Progressive People’s 
Party. The National Liberals have, however, nominated a Jew, in the person of 


Dr. Levy, of Hohenfalza, for a bye-election in that constituency, and as the seat | 


is regarded as a safe one for that party, it is extremely likely that Dr. Levy will 
defeat the candidate of the Poles. Should he be successful, Dr. Levy will be the 
first National Liberal of the Jewish faith to hold a seat in the Prussian Chamber 
since the time of Dr. Lasker.

How deeply we regret that, despite our constant watching and recommendations, 
such complaints can be rightfully brought forward by our passengers, does not need to 
be expressly stated, but to convince you, Mr. President, of the earnestness of our 
endeavours to maintain the reputation we have so far held amongst the emigrants, and 
more particularly the Jewish emigrants, and to avoid similar occurrences in future, we 
desire to inform you that the first officer of the s.s. “Hannover” has been dismissed, 
that further, the second officer has been transferred and is permitted only to make still one 
voyage on board another vessel, when it will be determined whether or not he may remain 
in the service; that further, part of the crew is now under special investigation, after 
which the guilty ones will receive full punishment; and that, finally, the ship's captain, 
whom we imust hold responsible for the behaviour of his crew, has been reprimanded 
and warned that without any further consideration he would have to leave the Company's 
services should similar complaints come to our knowledge. | 

The drastic methods employed in this case will no doubt have not only the desired 
result on board the * Hannover,” but will also induce all officers and crews of our fleet 
to use their best efforts in order to have all steeragers made as comfortable as possible 
on board our steamers, so that it is with pleasure that they will remember their sojourn 
on board 

We cannot but again state our sincerest regret and at the same time express our 
gratefulness for the courtesies so far extended to us by you and your Organisation. 
Be convinced, Mr. President, that it is and will be always the endeavour of this 
Company to have accorded to all their passengers an unexceptionable service and that 
well-founded complaints will, consequently, have always and at any time the fullest 
personal attention.

Porte, has been appointed Consul General for Turkey at Boston (U.S.A.). He 
has on several occasions held the office of President of the Central Consistory of 
Jews in Turkey. : 

The Emperor of Austria has conferred the Order of the Iron Crown, Third 
Class, on Dr. Ignas Kunos, Director of the Oriental Commercial Academy 
and the Knight’s Cross of the Order of Francis Joseph, on Herr Adolph 
‘Strauss, Professor at the same Academy, in recognition of their services to the 
Commercial High School movement. 

As the result of an appeal made by the Rev. Dr. J. L. Magnes in the syna- 
gogue at Arverne (an American summer resort) 70,000 dols. have been subscribed 
to the Education Fund of the New York Kehillah. 

The German Emperor has conferred the Order of the Red Eagle, second 
‘class, on Professor Hugo Munsterberg, Professor of Psychology at Harvard 
University. 

At the eighth annual Camp of the United Spanish War Veterans, held last 
month at Oklahoma City, Mr. Maurice Simmons, a New York lawyer (a native of 
England) was elected Commander-in-Chief; it is the highest office that can be con- 
ferred by the 1,000 delegates—representing 200,000 of the Veterans—attending the 
Camp. His immediate predecessor was also a Jew, Mr. W. R. H. Jacoby, of 
Seattle. Mr. Simmons, who is the youngest National Commander (he is only 
thirty-three years old) has, says the Jewish Comment, done a great deal to promote 


the welfare of the Spanish War Veterans, and is popular with the officers, as well 
as with the rank and file. . 


The Jewish Immigrant Aid Societies in the United States have convened a 
General Conference for the interchange of data and ideas and for the purpose 
of mutual aid in carrying on their work. | 

Mr. Moses Ezekiel, the distinguished American sculptor, who resides in Rome, 
has been commissioned to execute a statue of Edgar Allan Poe which will be 
erected in Baltimore. 

Some hooligans who were charged with brutal treatment of Jewish residents 
of Malden, a suburb of Boston, have been convicted and heavily fined. The 
Catholic priest of the town wrote to the local inhabitants strongly condemning the 
people who created the trouble and advising his parishioners to treat the Jews 
with consideration. 

M. Lévy, Advocate-General at the Court of Appeal in Indo-China, has been 
appointed Procureur Général and chief of the judicial service in French Guiana, 
and M. Lebhar, hitherto Councillor at the Court of Appeal at Pondichery, Judge 
President of the Court of First Instance at Karikal. 

The Statistical Annual of the German Empire, in a list of the different 
religions represented in the Empire, divides our coreligionists, under the general 
term of “ Israelites,” into the following remarkable categories: Israelites, Hebrews, 
Jews, Mosaists, reformed Israelites, and reformed Jews. 

Dr. Henri Naumann, of Vienna, who enjoys a high reputation there for his 
treatment of diseases of the ear, has been appointed to a professorship at the 
University of Stockholm. | 

A Committee has been formed at Zurich for the collection of Jewish anti 
quities. As soon as the collection assumes large proportions it will be offered as a 
gift to the Swiss National Museum with the proviso that it shall be exhibited in a 
room solely devoted to that purpose. | 

Herr Wilhelm Herzog, Editor of the Aorrespondenz Herzog, died on Wednesday 
week at his residence near Vienna, in his sixty-fifth year. Having devoted him 
self to journalism from his early years, he collabcrated with his brother on the 
latter’s Montaysrevue, and subsequently founded:the Korrespondenz Herzog, which, 
with the aid of his son Philipp, has become a valuable information bureau. He 
belonged to the best class of Viennese journalists. 

A young Jew of Berlin, Herr Louis Loewe, was killed recently in France 
through an automobile accident. He was son of Privy Councillor Dr. Isidor 
Loewe, who died last year, and nephew of the late Ludwig Loewe, the well-known 
German parliamentarian. His remains were buried last week in the Jewish 
cemetery in the Schénhauser Allee, Berlin. | 

The third Congress of the German Society for Urology will be held next week 
in Vienna. It will be presided over by Professor Otto Zuckerkandl, Chairman of 
the Surgical Section of the Rothschild Hospital in that city. 

A number of well-known Jewish scientists took part in the third international! 
Laryngo-Rhinological Congress held last week in Berlin, under the presidency of 
Privy Councillor Bernhard Frankel. 

The new Governor of Jerusalem has visited the Rishon le Zion Colony. He 
expressed his satisfaction with the progress of Jewish Colonisation in Palestine. 

To the names of Jews on whom the Khedive has this, year conferred 
titles (our correspondent at Alexandria writes), the name of Mr. David 


Zukar, who was last week created Bey, is to be added. David Zukar 
Bey, who thoroughly deserves this honour, is a well-known and much 


esteemed banker in Alexandria. His generous donations to Benevolent Societies, 
coupled with his kindness of heart and geniality of manner, render him worthy 
of the respect and admiration with which he is regarded by Jews as wellas non. 
Jews throughout Egypt. The humility with which he attends to the rich as well 
as the poor is noteworthy, and his endeavours torealise and cheer the less fortunate 
people in Alexandria account for his popularity in Egypt. Zukar Bey is an 
excellent architect, and the beauty of the Temple Elion Hanabi, which renders 
the place of worship the more attractive, is mainly due to the clever 
designs of Zukar Bey. He occupies many important honorary offices. 
The services he renders to France (for he occupies an important post in the French 
Consulate) could not be better recompensed than by the high esteem with which 
he is regarded by that country. The task with which the Alliance Francawse 
entrusted him, he carried out to the utmost perfection. Moreover, his frequent 
visits to schools testify to his interest in the advancement of education in Egypt.

The Attacks on Jews 
in South Wales. 


LOOTERS PUNISHED. 


At the police-court, Tredegar, on Tuesday, a large number of pareohe We 
charged with looting. They numbered forty-six, and all belonged to Tredegar. 

The Ebbw Vale and Rhymney cases were adjourned for a special court at 
‘Tredegar next Monday. 

Dr. W. E. Williams, chairman of the Bedwellty division of magistrates, pre. 
sided over a large Bench of justices. | 

Mr. H. 8. Lyne, Newport, prosecuted for the police. In his opening speech 
he said the charges arose out of the disgraceful scenes of disorder which occurred 
at Tredegar from the 19th to the 22nd of August, and which had brought 
dishonour to the towns affected and to the county. Various causes 
had been advanced for these outbreaks, including anti-Semitism and a religious 
war against the Hebrews. There was certainly no religion in it; if there had 
been a little Christianity these awful scenes would not have been enacted. He 
emphasised the fact that the outbreak had nothing to do with the railwayvmen’S 
strike. It was

merely as an excuse by those who wanted to loot. Complaints were made against 
the Jews as landlords, but he did not think that complaint was peculiar to the 
Jews, as so-called Christians were guilty of the same thing. Mr. Lyne expressed 
his fear that the outbreaks were due to uneducated views with revard to so-called 
Socialism, which taught an equal division of property. The people charged 
were not hooligans in the ordinary sense, but people generally considered respect- 
able, the majority being colliers in regular work and women connected with 
colliers, such as colliers’ wives. The police case was strengthened by direct 
instructions from the Home Office, and the Bench were asked to. dea] severely 
with the cases for the sake of the law-abiding community, the owners of property, 


and the workmen. 


The Bench then proceeded to deal with a number of charges, the persons 
charged being of various ages and occupations. In al! cases the property looted 
belonged to Jews, and sentences, mostly of about two months’ imprisonment, was 
passed on most of the defendants, one or two being remanded, and a large pro- 
portion of the cases being adjourned till Monday. | 


A RESOLUTION OF INDIGNATION DROPPED. 
MONMOUTHSHIRE BAPTISTS AND THE RIOTS. 


The Monmouthshire Baptists, at their quarterly conference at Blackwood on 
Wednesday (the Rev. T. A. THOMAS, Abercarn, presiding), were engaged for some 
time discussing the recent riots. The following motion was submitted : 

That this Conference expresses indignation at the rioting and looting which took 
icy at Liverpool and several districts in South Wales, and express sympathy with the 
Jewish population. | 
The REV. C. REES: Is it wise to pass that unless we know what has provoked 

I do not think it is necessary. | 
Mr. LLEW. THOMAS (Brynmawr) observed that the English daily papers had 
laid the blame on the Welsh people, and had not said a word about Liverpool. 

The PRESIDENT: I do not think the attack was upon the Jews. It should 
notbe allowed to go out that it was an attack on the Jews. | 

MR. LLEW. THOMAS: It was the Jews they came down upon at Brynmawr, 
and as Christians we should express our sympathy with them. The Jews in 
Brynmawr, he added, were in terror, and among them were some good men. 

Mr. C. REES moved that the question be dropped. 

Another delegate rose, and amid some excitement declared: ‘The Jews have 
done some dirty work in Tredegar.” | | 

This expression was greeted with dissent, and the Rev. J. A. EVANS, Ebbw 
Vale, appealed for the withdrawal of the remark. 

The delegate said many causes might be cited from the riots, and he thought 
the resolution should be dropped. Resolutions did more harm than good, and 
they encouraged the Jews. There were about 100 Jews at Tredegar now, and if 
they had many more resolutions they would have 500 there. 

At this juncture a Minister rose, remarking, ‘‘ We had better not degrade this 
conference by discussing this matter. You had better stop.” 

Eventually it was agreed to allow the matter to drop. 


MR. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., AND THE RIOTS. . 


it ? 


In the course of an interview with the journal, 3/.4./’., the President of the. 


Board of Deputies is reported to have observed: ‘‘I have it on the authority of 
the Home Office, that there is no further cause for alarm amongst tlhe,Jewish com- 
munity in South Wales. There are now ample troops in the district, and until 
all is absolutely quiet again these will not be withdrawn.” 

- §Such were the words with which Mr. Alexander, President of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies, and one of the best-known figures in the Hebrew world, 
greeted me, says the representative of M.A.P. I congratulated him upon having 
received so satisfactory an assurance, and then asked him whether, in his opinion, 
there was anything to account for this extraordinary outbreak of anti-Semitism. 

Without hesitation he replied: ‘‘I’ll give you some facts, and then you.can 
judge for yourself. First of all at Brynmawr, where some of the rioting has 
occurred, I happen to know that my coreligionists have always lived on the very 
best terms with the Christians. I know this first hand because | have been there 
myself, and when I tell you that in such a small place no fewer than sixty special 
constables have voluntarily come forward and been sworn in, I think you'll agree 
that that is sufficient evidence that the respectable portion of the community is 
determined to protect the Jews. : : | 
Unjust Charges. 

“Who; then, were the attackers ? you ask, and I reply, hooligans out for loot. 
At least, that is the only conclusion which can apparently be drawn, and yet I 


can’t help thinking there must be something more. 


“T notice that the Welsh Jews have had two charges alleged against them, the 
one that they have proved unjust and harsh landlords, the other that during the 
strike they tried to make a corner in provisions and thus secure an exorbitant 
profit. Now I should like you to consider these charges seriatim. 

“ As regards the first, I understand that in all that district the number of 
Hebrews owning house property is insignificant, and with one of them, who is 
now a refugee, I have had an interview. This man states that he has four houses, 
that he has never raised their rents, and that he has never been harsh in any way. 

“As for making a fortune out of poor working people, he says that he has a 
mortgage of £500 upon the property, and that after paying the interest thereon, 
and provided he gets all his rents in regularly, he clears weekly the magnificent 


sum of thirty shillings, upon which he keeps a wife and five children. It was this | 


man’s daughter-in-law who, though lately confined, was thrown out of her bed on 


to the floor by the rioters, the bed being then taken away as loot. 


No, frankly, I don’t believe the first charge ! 

_ “As to the seeond, neither do I credit that. But supposing it were true, I 
still maintain that stripping every Jew on the countryside for the wrongs com. 
mittéd by one or two of their number is absolutely indefensible, and I repeat [ 
don’t believe any of my coreligionists did such a mean thing as to make a corner 


in food.” 
Anti-Semitic. 

Then,” I hazarded, * if these two allegations are untrue, how on earth can 
you account for the trouble, and do you think that Mngland is threatened with a 
regular outbreak of Jew-baiting ?” 

Mr. Alexander paused and then said: ‘' I imagine that if the rioters belong 
to the hooligan element, they imagine that the Jews may possess more money 
than the Christians because they keep to themselves and are for ever working. 
At the same time, when it comes to actual pillage a mob generally does not show 
discrimination. If it does, then Lam afraid it must be put down as anti-something 

~in this case as anti-Semitic. Of course, 1am not on the spot, but a reliable 
eye-witness has assured me that the rioters are nof always of the hooligan type, 
and that, once looting starts, otherwise respectable people are seen to assist. If 
that is really so, then again I say I am afraid it is anti-Semitic.” 

‘But,’ I interrupted, “‘ surely you don’t agree altogether with the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE when it writes as follows :— 

“ For let us be under no delusion —what has happened at Tredegar and in its 
neighbourhood is a counterpart of the pogrom in Russia. It is the same disease, 
differing im its intensity, differing in exact sequelw, differing in incidence doubt- 
less; but it is the same disease, the spirit possessing men’s minds that ‘the Jew 
must be burnt. © 
‘1 grasp what you mean,’ answered Mr. Alexander. ‘‘ You mean that in 

Russia there was physical violence, amounting at places like Kieff and Kishineff to 
maniacal fury, which manifested itself in the hideous tortures inflicted upon 
defenceless women and children. And in South Wales the rioting has been 

carried on without any bodily harm to those who have been plundered. | 


Russia and England Contrasted. 


“That isso; but then in Russia Jew-baiting is largely political, and hatred 
against the Jew is inflamed by the body politic; the masses are intensely 
superstitious, and it is easy to play upon their passions till a pogrom results. 

“In England, of course, it is different, and there is no question of political 
bias in the case. But Il come back again to my old argument.- Perhaps the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE phrased it too strongly, yet by what term can you style a 
movement which is accompanied by riot and pillage, confined, however, to the 
homes of one class of persons—the Jews’ T.ogically, it must be anti-Semitic. 

“Were the Jews in South Wales merely conjoint sufferers with Christians 
from rioters, then in that case the Jewish Board of Guardians | Deputies} would have no 
cause to interfere. It would be a matter for the county authorities. But when 
anagitation crops up directed against the Jews as a body, then it is our business 
to guard their interests as wellas we can. JI or instance, over this matter we are 
looking after the housing of a number of refugees, who have come to London, and 
naturally, by-and-bv, when things simmer down, we shall take the necessary 
steps to see them feinstated in their old businesses. 


What of the Future. 


‘As for an explanation as to the why and the wherefore of this outbreak, I 
really can’t tell you in so many words. If Russia owes its anti-Semitism to political 
intrigue, then Roumania, where the fate of the Jew is worse than anywhere else 
in the world, and where Great Britain has a right to interfere by Treaty, is a hot- 
bed of Jew-baiting because of religious fanaticism, and a belief amongst the 
peasantry in the Ritual murder fable. 

“So you see anti-Semitism may arise from widely diiferent causes. At present 
I am inclined to sav that the situation in South Wales is due to a mad desire on 
the part of the hooligan population for loot—and Judaism offers a convenient 
excuse. But don’t misunderstand me; I consider that is anti-Semitic in its-origin 
to a certain degree.” | 

‘May I ask one tinal question then, Mr. Alexander?” T ventured. ‘Do you 
think that there is any chance of this anti-Jewish feeling spreading or developing 
along similar lines to what it has done at Tredegar in other places ?” 

“What do vou want me to say?” was the answér. ‘If you want me to give 
you an emphatic negative, I can’t, simply because I don’t know!” 


“AMONG THE WELSH RIOTERS.” 


(Inder the above heading a special correspondent of the |lestnunster Gu zette 
contributed two articles to that paper, which he termed *‘ A Study in the Psychology 
of a Crowd.” He says “it is the tale of a town which suddenly went mad, and. 
is now ashamed and sorry.” After describing Tredegar, and bearing testimony to 
its general orderliness, he proceeds : — 


Yet Tredgar has certain memories which it has been striving to forget. 
In 1868, there were election riots which called for the intervention of troops. 
Most towns, however, have memories of election riots. A more sinister 
story dates back to 1852, when there was a grim and determined attack 
upon the Irish in the town. Tbe Irishman, who worked mainly in the iron. 
works, which were more numerous at that time, was accused of taking lower 
wages, working longer hours, and living under worse conditions than the 
native Welsh. Weekly free fights between the two nationalities were brought 
to a head when the Irish attacked the Salvation Army, then in its infancy in 
this vale. The Welsh rose.. They stoned the houses of the Irish, threw their 
goods into the ‘streets, and burned them there and then. There were terrible 
scenes of looting and wreckage for a few days, and that was the end of the 
Irish. They were driven out of the vale, and for years afterwards no Irish- 
man ventured to make his home in Tredegar. . . . . 

Since then the town has been quiet and has prospered—until the night 
of August 19th last, the night upon which the railway truce was declared after 
two days of war. Tredegar itself was not on strike, and the stoppage on the 
railways had scarcely affected it. Yet that Saturday night saw, without pre- 
vious warning, a wild and savage attack upon the Jew shopkeepers in the 
town. It began in a narrow street near the ironworks, and was originally, by 
all reliable accounts, the work of a band of hooligans and youths, some from 
the town itself and some from the neighbouring valleys. By concerted pur- 
pese these stoned the shops and houses of the Jews, and began a wild scene 
of looting. The shops were emptied of their goods, furniture was thrown into 
the street and carried away, until nothing was left. Then the crowd swept 
into the main street of the town, gathering in numbers as it went, and began 
a simultaneous assault upon the shops of the Jews. The whole available force 
of the police was nine men. They were pitted against thousands, and though 
they made charge upon charge against volleys of stones and bottles, they 
were almost powerless. For the town had lost its senses in a mad rage. 
Hooligans may have begun the rioting, but all accounts agree that once the 
looting had begun a great body of the inhabitants who are regarded as quiet 
and respectable were seized with the lust of acquisition. What was done that 
night can only be gathered from the disjointed tales of those who saw the 
riots, but men and women seized everything that could be carried from shops 
and houses, and made off with them. Chairs and sofas, whole suites of furni- 
ture, jewellery, drapery, and provisions disappeared as if by enchantment. 
When the work was done, eighteen shops had been practically gutted of their 
contents. 
« . « « Then the troops came, the Riot Act was read, the streets were 
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suffered alike. 


cleared, and towards two o’clock in the morning quiet was restored. On the 
Monday there was some slight disturbance, but the presence of infantry and 
cavalry sufticed to keep this within bounds, and the better elements in the 
town began to prevail. Then Tredegar became ashamed and sorry. 

As one walks over the scene of the riots one finds shops boarded and 
barricaded. Here and there the owners have returned and opened their 
doors to do business with what goods are left to them. These have suffered 
the least injury. Others have nota scrap to sell. One shopkeeper begeeu 
me to see what the rioters had done. Not a thing remained in his darkened 
shop, the floor of which was littered with broken glass. Even the fixtures 
and shelves had been torn down and trampled upon. Behind was such a 
wreck of a home as I have never before seen. The rooms had been emptied. 
In one corner was a broken piano. A huge sideboard, too big to be carried 
away, had been hurled through a window into the yard below. Cupboards 
had been wrenched open. Upstairs a brass bedstead, stripped of its bedding, 
with its knobs wrenched off, was all that remained of the furniture. The 
very paper had been torn from the walls, and was in a litter of pieces on the 
toor. An earthquake could not have wrought more havoc. The crowd must 
have gone through these rooms with almost demoniacal rage. “Why should 
this have been done to you?” I asked the weeping owner. “God only 
knows!” he said. ‘“ Yes,” I replied, ‘‘but can you give me no idea?” ‘ Look 
here, sir,” he answered, “I’ve been in Tredegar twelve years, and I’ve 
never had a quarrel with anybody. I’ve never been interfered with. I’ve 
built up one of the best businesses in the town. I’ve subscribed to all the 
charities, and they haven’t left me a bed for one of my _ seven 
little children.” He showed me his naturalisation papers. Others 
whom I saw bore out his story. He has the reputation of a quiet, 
inoffensive, industrious tradesman, who has deserved his success. Even his 
case is not the most unaccountable. There is in the town a Jewish trades- 
man called Harris, who appears to be a citizen of the highest type. A man 
of culture, he is the Secretary of the Literary Society, and quite recently 
gave to the free library a carefully selected gift of books which would be an 
acquisition to the possessions of almost any town. Nothing was left in his 
shop. The whole of the interior is as if a blizzard has passed through it, 
destroying everything. In the wild rage of those hours no discrimination was 
made between the good citizen and the bad. 

What happened at Tredegar is a new manifestation of the psychology of 
crowds. No cause that is ascribed for it seems at all adequate even for the 
beginnings of the disturbance. The fever of destruction spread from 
Tredegar to Ebbw Vale. about which I shall have more to say, to 
Bargoed, and to other places in the surrounding valleys. The two reasons 
which are advanced for the first outbreak are dislike of the Jews and attempts 
to take advantage of the strike to raise the price of provisions. The fact that 
the provision shops, Jew or Gentile, were assailed is clear enough. Even the 


. workmen’s own Co-operative Store at Tredegar has one of its windows 


smashed, probably by a stray stone. Several of the grocers’ premises were 
wrecked. Butter had been raised in price a penny or twopence a pound. 
There was anger at what was thought to be an attempt to make money out of 
a probable shortage on stocks bought before the strike, and once blood was 
up the bitterness of the day’s marketing found vent in the wrecking of the 
provision-dealers’ premises. That act, however, was probably only an after- 
thought. There was opportunity for paying off grudges, and this was seized. 
In the beginning the attack was aimed against the Jews. 

All the opinions I have collected from the town agree that there is no 
religious feeling against the Jews. ‘They have lived for years in peace with 
their neighbours. What stories one hears are of social injustice. One Jew 
is declared to have rack-rented his tenants. I heard in one quarter how the 
roof had been taken off the shanty in which a sick woman lay, because she 
was behindhand with her rent: Another tale was how, if a family fell a week 
behind in its rent, the money was refused the next week unless interest was 
paid in addition... Rents of five shillings a week for a single room were 
demanded. These are the stories current, and nearly all of them centre 
about one man who, strangely enough, suffered nothing in the riots. Rack- 
renting does not seem to be peculiar either to Jew or Gentile in Tredegar. 


There is a shortage of houses in the town, and landlords get every penny they” 


can from their tenants. The evil is one of slow growth—it seems to offer an 
inadequate basis for the wild temper of that Saturday night. 

As to the Jews themselves, let me say that there seems. to be a surprising 
proportion of them among the population of Tredegar. There are Welsh 
Jews who have been in the country for generations, but the majority of those 
| encountered and talked with had obviously come from Poland or elsewhere 


- within recent times. They have settled and prospered. The people have 


dealt freely with them for years. On the whole, they have proved good 
citizens. Yet itis quite possible to understand that there is a lingering of 
racial antipathy in these valleys, not because the Jew is a Jew, but because 
he is a foreigner. He is a separate and small class, convenient for attack by 
a people with no fondness for those who come from without their borders. 
And even waile that explanation is being advanced there rises up the answer 
that the Jews have been there for years and have done a great part of the 
business of the place with the native population, and that without molesta- 
tion. Obviously the Jew could not have thrived had there been any deep 


feeling against him. 


eee The frenzy which seized Tredegar spread like an epidemic 
disease through the valleys in South Wales. If the first attack was due to 
local grievances in Tredegar, how account for the fact that two days after 
Tredegar had wreaked its vengeance on the Jews and the provision dealers, 
Ebbw Vale was in a mad passion of destruction and theft? The most cynical 
explanation I received was from a prominent man of the town, who said, 
‘" Our lads could not bear to be out of the fun when others were rioting. They 
had to let off steam.” The damage wrought at Ebbw Vale was, if anything, 
greater than at Tredegar. As one goes through the main street the evidences 
of the riot are seen in shop after shop boarded from floor to ceiling. In the 
darkness behind those boards one finds everything broken, shelves emptied, 
and a wreckage as if after an explosion of gas. Big places and little have 

| Popular citizens and the unpopular have been attacked 
without discrimination. One of the largest establishments in the 
town which I found shattered and despoiled is the property of 
Mrs. Lyons. All the inhabitants with whom I talked assured me that 
the late Mr. Lyons had been one of their conspicuous citizens, a man whom 
everybody liked, and who in his day did much to advance the public spirit of 
the place. The fine business he built up is a litter of broken pieces, the shop 
itself almost emptied of everything it contained. 

- + + Passion seems to have run higher at Ebbw Vale and to have been 
calmed more quickly. Butonehasthesame difficulty in obtainingany knowledge 
of the attack. IT heard of rack-renting, and of demands on the part of shop- 
keepers that their tenants should deal only with them. Asat Tredegar, however, 
the name of only one man was mentioned as conspicuous by these practices, 
and even as they talked of him men told me that there were Gentiles just as severe 
as the Jews inenforcing theirdemands. A local Labour leader gave me his own 
view of the situation. The closing of the steel works, he said, had brought 
great distress to the town. ‘Thousands were out of work. Rents which could 
be paid in good times were now terribly oppressive, and the people were wild 
against the tax He told me, too, how a decision of the local bench of magis- 
trates, punishing a body of miners for refusing to enter flooded workings, 
had roused tempers to fever heat. ‘‘ Our men are mad, sir,” he said; “ mad 
with the injustice they have suffered, and they showed it when the rioting 
began.” Distress in Ebbw Vale may give a pretext for the wholesale looting. 


The people are in want. At Tredegar, however, there was no such want, but 
the circumstances of the riots were the same. A common reason cannot 
explain the like frenzy in two places. 


; The influx of more men into places like Tredegar has produced 
a shortage of housing accommodation. ‘To several persons at various times 
I observed, “ You put the trouble down to rack-renting by the Jews; but no 
landlord can rack-rent if there are plenty of houses for the population.” 
Always the admission in reply was the same. The influx of people to both 
Tredegar and Ebbw Vale had been too rapid for the growth in bricks and 
mortar of the towns. People were compelled to live where they could. ‘ 
Were I finally summing up the causes which led up to the sudden madness of 
these valleys, I feel that the housing questing would come very high in 
the list. 

The riots have ceased. There is no chance of their renewal. ‘The search 
for causes seems @ difficult one. Of this 1 am certain--anybody who loosely 
ascribes what happened to some particular grievance against the Jews will 
come to wrong conclusions. These wild outbreaks had deeper social causes. 
More than all else, perhaps, they bring home one of the terrible dangers of the 
general strike, or of other social nostrums. A sudden rise in the price of pro- 
visions may stir smouldering passions, and may have horrible consequences 
amid excitable people.

Sir,—The recent riots in South Wales, which we all deplore so much, have 
created a correspondence in -your valuable journal that differs widely in opinion. 
Some say that the outbreak was due to anti-Semitism, others, trying to cover up 


the shame, say it was merely the work of hooliganism. I shall not dwell on tha 
point just now. Let us hope that the recent occurrences in South Wales will for 
ever remain a thing of the past. There is, however, one point in the Rev. Mr. 
Sandheim’s letter which, in my opinion, is of vital interest and importance, and 
which must not be overlooked. | 

Mr. Sandheim suggests a United Synagogue for Wales. How grand it would 
be for the congregations, its officials, Judaism and Jewry if this were an accom 
plished fact! To my mind, Wales is large enough, strong enough, and rich 
enough to have a United Synagogue. Take South Wales alone. There ar 
twenty-five congregations. But how are they managed? How are they con 
ducted? How are their synagogue officials treated? What respect has the Jew 
for his congregation, and what does the congregation do to raise the status:of th« 
Jew in the eyes of our fellow Christian neighbours? To be frank, is it not deplor 
ble that South Wales, with its twenty-five congregations, has only three Englis!: 
Ministers, namely, at Cardiff, Swansea, and Merthyr’ Is it hkely that the we! 
being and welfare of the Jews here can be properly maintained when eac!: 
congregation is a little kingdom of its own, makes and re-makes its own laws. 
adopts its own ways and methods of governing and managing its communa) 
affairs? Isit to be wondered at that Judaism in Wales is in a most deplorable 
state ? 

The Ministers’ Conference, realising the gravity of the situation in the pro 
vinces, set itself the task from the very first of setting up district organisations. 
This scheme, when put into working order, will no doubt improve matters very 
much. But it is very doubtful whether that would solve the whole problem. It 
may lessen the existing evils, but not eradicate them. 

The time, Sir, is now ripe when South Wales—-and for a matter of that 1 
might say all provincial congregations—-should be governed by a higher and more 
responsible authority. It must no more be left to the parnass of each individual 
congregation to be the director and manager combined. The parnass must no 
more have the power to do with his congregation what he likes (this is particularly 
the case with the small congregations), and to dictate to “‘ his” officials. The 
misery and persecutiow which the officials of a provincial congregation have to endure 
from the hand of his president has many times been discussed in your valuable 
journal. But so far nothing has been done to ameliorate these deplorable con- 
ditions. Even the Ministers’ Conference only satisfied itself with listening to these 
sad tales, and has done nothing to bring about better conditions. In the Com 
mittee room the synagogue official is still spoken of as the ‘* congregational 
servant,” who must obey the whim and caprice of every individual member. How 
long will it be before provincial synagogue officials will free themselves from the 
parnass—-golus chains? In my opinion a United Synagogue in Wales would 
supply a long-felt want. Yours obediently,

S1rR,—-I cannot refrain from writing a few words to say that I agree with tlie 
views soably expressed-by Mr. Samuel Einstein in your last issue, and I regret 
with him that your Special Correspondent and the correspondents in your paper 
have tried to prove that the recent rioting and looting were ‘ anti-Semitic.” 
There may be hostile feeling against a few persons, but if there is, it ends there. 

When riots took place over twenty years ago at Tredegar, by the Welsh resi. 
dents against the Irish, I am told that not only were the latter assailed and 
assaulted personally, but their furniture and effects were brought into the streets 
and either burnt or destroyed. Those riots were undoubtedly the result of racial 
feeling, but the outrages of a few weeks ago were simply breaking windows and 
stealing goods, “no more and no less.” : 

At present I hear that at Tredegar the thieves and receivers are quietly and 
stealthily disgorging their plunder. At night, goods are placed out in streets and 
fields, so that same may not be discovered in the residences of those who have 
stolen or received them. | 7 

There is one safe conclusion to be drawn from the late disgraceful disturb- 
ances, and that is, that religion, education and. civilisation, have a great field of 
work before them in the Sirhowy Valleys. There.is also this fact, which cannot be 
overlooked, namely, in the reports of the police court proceedings, the ages of some 
of those charged were 16,19, 21 and 23; irresponsible and unthinking youthful 
hooligans, who are always ready for what they term a “ lark.” : : 

As a lifelong resident in South Wales, I venture to hope that opinions formed 
by those livingin the district may be more correct and weighty than that enun. 
ciated by a Special Correspondent, who visits the districts for a day or two. | 

The best course to be adopted now is, I believe, to let the matter die a 
natural death. As Jews, the outrages are to be regretted and condemned, and the 
respected and respectable residents of Tredegar, Ebbw Vale, Rhymney and Bar. 
goed, I am certain, desire that they should be forgotten, and forgiven, and obliterated 
from people’s minds as soon as possible, for they deprecate them as strongly as it is

Sik,--May I be allowed the same liberty that you have accorded to others to 
take a small part in the discussion anent the Monmouthshire riots? A certain 
amount of courage is necessary, after the various articles and letters in your 
journal to declare oneself one of the “ pitiable beings ” who cannot view the recent 
disturbance as an anti-Semitic outbreak. I write, not from an office in London 
but from one of the cones of the recently active volcano, and, as one whose home 


is among these hills, and whose heart is profoundly Jewish, I find the attitude | 


you have taken up presents a problem of no mean difficulty. Why should you so 
very assiduously, and with such determination and persistence, endeavour to show 
that this upheaval was anti-Semitism pure and simple’? It cannot surely be that 
you want to say, “I told you so.” ‘‘ Mentor ” attempts to detine anti-Semitism. 
Perhaps he succeeds to hisown satisfaction. Anti-Semitism exists when it 
from the pulpit, practised by the local Government, approved by the public, and 
encouraged by the Press. All these conditions, Sir, have been conspicuously 
absent here. The pulpits have, without exception, condemned the mob: the 
local governing body has exerted all its powers to deal with the situ 
public meeting—without exception--has condemned the riot in the strongest 
terms; and, finally, the Press has performed its duty in a very just manner. It 
is a remarkable fact, worthy of note, that the local Press, which has obtained its 
facts and impressions on the spot, fails to find the genus of anti-Semitism in this 
occurrence, while that portion of the Press which has 
messages offers a different opinion. 
‘Just as we wonder why you should be so eager to assign the cause of the 
trouble to anti-Semitism, you may also wonder why we exert ourselves to point 
out that the opposite is true. It is, Sir, because we feel that the line vou have 
adopted may be mischievous. We are not Marranos and we do not fear the lime- 
‘light, but we know that creation is possible through suggestion and it is not 
unknown for even physical, as well as mental, bodies to become il] through 
persuasion. Persuade the public that anti-Semitism exists and it will grow, even 
though at present absent. You emphatically insist that the local inhabitants are 
filled with the spirit of anti-Semitism. One almost fears lest vou should send 
missionaries among them to promote your views and to persuade them to your 
own opinion. To what purpose? Search the local 
opinion if you would have the truth. 
A local paper says: * The question is an English one and not a Jewish one.” 
There lies the truth. The very source of the trouble was in the economic con. 
dition of the country—the unrest in the labour world.

Then the railway strike gave the opportunity 
for further plunder. Noextra police could be brought because there were no trains 
to bring them. One might ask,** Why Tredegar, and why the Jews in particular?” 
It must be admitted that one Jew—and one only -had been suilty of rack-renting 
and other unworthy acts. The community in Tredegar have long desired to disown 
him. ‘There were murmurings against this man for some time past, and the railway- 
strike presented an opportunity not to be lost. After the first match had been 
set the conflagration spread, and the mob were filled with a mad desire for loot. 
It was then, and not before, that the Jews were brought into the situation. The 
mob had to find an excuse for their plunder. They had commenced with a Jew, 
and now the Jews were the excuse, and not the reason, for the riot. In Ebbw 
Vale not a breath disturbed the tranquility of the atmosphere until news and 
missionaries of loot came from Tredegar: And what happened in both towns 
afterwards? When the looters had exhausted the Jewish shops some other excuse 
had to be found. It was the grocers. They had, sothe looters said, raised the prices of 
their wares. After the grocers it was the magistrates-—- because they read the Riot Act. 
After the magistrates it was anybody, because they had the impertinence to be 
somebody. In Rhymney it was the same. After Jews Gentiles, with some 
other excuses. The Jews were a convenient excuse for a commencement. The 
charges trumped up by the mob were mere fabrications. Loot was the object, 
and the mob followed the line of least resistance. In Beaufort, Brynmawr and 
Abertillery it was the citizens themselves who prevented the looters from doing 
any damage. The action of the citizens could surely not be construed as a 
demonstration of antagonistic sentiment. In Bargoed, nine shops were 
plundered—seven of them non-Jewish. And here the looters did not even 
commence operations on the two Jewish shops. Gentiles were the first to be 
honoured with the attentions of the looters—who even plundered their own 
co-operative stores. Sir, there was one object in the riot, and one only. That 
object was loot, and loot only. This fact is patent to all who were in the centre 
of the mob. ‘“ Mentor” scoffs at the fact that no violence was offered to person. 
I do not know what system of logic ‘“‘ Mentor”: follows, but to me, this fact pre- 
sents a very sound argument. I was here through the whole trouble, and felt the 
fact that Jews, during the riotous period, went everywhere among the people 
without hindrance or danger of the smallest degree. ‘ Mentor’s” information is 
not often at fault, but there is always the possibility that some of the few 
occasions when he is at fault may be important ones. | 

This occasion is one, and his mention of ‘‘ Brynmawring ” in this week’s issue 
reminds me of another occasion. ‘‘ Mentor’s” account of a family in Ebbw Vale 
being rescued by the soldiers’ bayonets from the violence of a blood-thirsty mob 
armed in various ways, is fable. Jews who fled from the district were those who 
actually knew Russian terrors and did not, at the time, know the riot was against 
property alone. They are now returning. 

The Rev. Mr. Sandheim writes from Llandrindod Wells of events in Tredegar 
and Ebbw Vale. This is no light task, and the Rev. Mr. Sandheim has not suc- 
ceeded in overcoming the difficulty. Welsh Jews require no Home Rule for them- 
selves, and, had he been here Mr. Sandheim would have understood that no United 
Synagogue of Wales would have prevented the recent riot any more than it could 
have prevented the recent railway strike.

A meeting of the Men’s Section of the Zionist Association was held 
last Saturday evehing at Zion Hall, Cheetham, to receive the report 
of Mr. I. Wassilevsky, delegate to the recent Congress. 

Mr. J. I. LOEWY presided, and in the course of his opening remarks said the 
last Congress had been named the Peace Congress, and he earnestly hoped it might 
prove so. The results, however, were looked upon by people from different points 
of view. Some got what they wanted and were jubilant, others, like himself, 
were rather sceptical as to the success Congress had really attained. He was 
sorry to see that men had been appointed to act who might be good Zionists but 
were certainly not experienced in business affairs. The Executive was composed 
of professional men, such as a doctor, a lawyer, a poet, but he liked to see men 
who had been successful in their own undertakings taking an active part. There 
was only one satisfactory feature in connection with Congress, and that was that 
the financial instruments of the Movement had been retained in the hands of 
business men in whom they had every confidence and who had been. successful in 
their own businesses, and had proved themselves clever and tactful. Herr Wolffsohn

‘had proved himself a strong man, of exceptional ability and tact, and an ideal 


man to lead such a Movement. He was afraid they were going back from Jewish 
Nationalism to the experiences of Chovevi Zionism. However, as long as there 
was @ Zionist society in Manchester he would be pleased to be a member of it. 

Mr. |. WASSILEVSKY said he could not call the Tenth Congress a Jubilee or 
a Peace Congress, for the troubles of the Jewish nation were too heavy and Zionist 
work had not vet reached that degree of success as to be able to be triumphant. 


_It was not so inspiring as the First Congress fourteen years ago when the Jewish 


flag was uplifted or even as some of the subsequent Congresses. The followers of 
the political Zionism of the late Dr. Herz] although in a majority handed over the 
management to the opposition. He could not understand the reason of this. 
Either they were tired of the criticism levelled against them or they took seriously 
the threat of Dr. Weizmann that he and his followers would leave the Movement if 
they did not obtain the management in their hands. He was pleased to note that 
at the Congress several papers were read in Hebrew and many discussions took 
place in that language. The “ Cultur” question was advanced a step by the Tenth 
Congress. He thought it was Hebrew Culture that had brought Zionism to its 
present condition, and by Hebrew Culture, Zionists would attain their object. He 
much regretted the great opposition of.the Mizrachi in this direction and the 
necessity for compromise. It was to his mind a@ sad spectacle to see the Mizrachi 
the most orthodox party—united with the advanced Poalei Zion to strive against 
the advancement of Hebrew Culture. Some of the opposition had criticised Herr 
Wolffsohn for not having done sufficient work, but he (Mr. Wassilevsky) had read 
the report of the Actions Committee for the past two years and he only wished 
that the present leaders would do a similar amount of work in even four years. 
Nobody could but appreciate the activities of the ex-leaders. As to the new 
leaders having been duly appointed, it was only right and proper to accord them 
every support in their work. If they proved unsuccessful it would be necessary to 
take steps to remove them at the next Congress. They must, however, cease all 
petty squabbling and work with heart and spirit for the benefit of the great 
Zionist cause. (Applause.) | 

A lengthy discussion ensued, in which several speakers participated. 

Thanks were accorded Mr. Wassilevsky. on the motion of Mr. N. ADLER, 
seconded by Mr. SHUBSACH. 

Thanks were also accorded the Chair and to Herr Wolffsohn.

There are thirteen patients at the Royal Infirmary who 
are at present being supplied with Kosher meals. ‘The number of dinners supplied was 
1,036, as against 1,140 in 1910. The decrease was due to the increased number of 
patients whose condition necessitated a milk diet, which was, of course, not supplied by 
the Kitchen. The Committee record with deep regret the death of Mrs. Schlesinger, 
who from its inception was a strong supporter of the institution. The Committee appeal 
to the community for their continued support of the Kosher Kitchen, the necessity for 
which cannot be denied and which is worked with strict economy. ‘The subscriptions 


from July Ist, 1910, to July 3ist, 1911, amounted to £72 and the expenditure, including © 


provisions, to nearly £38 ; there is a balance in hand of £28. 

The Hon. Officers and Committees were re-elected as follows: Mr. G. C. 
Mandleberg, J.P., Chairman; the Rev. Dr. B. Salomon, Treasurer ; the Rev. H. §. 
Lewis, M.A., Hon. Secretary; and General and Ladies’ Committees.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.”. 


Sir,— May we be permitted through the medium of your journal to draw attention 
to the critical financial situation of Zion Hall and Library? The maintenance of this 
institution has ever been attended with yreat difficulties, and the support extended to the 
present committee in particular, has been so exceptionally meagre, that it finds itself 
unable to make income meet expenditure. As a cultural and intellectual centre the hall 
has a creditable record—lectures and debates on all topics of Jewish interest having been 
held with unfailing regularity for the past nine or ten winters, and the satisfactory attend- 
ance at these gatherings convinces us of the useful purpose they serve. More particularly 
would we direct attention to the Library in connection with the Hall. This contains an 
extensive collection of Jewish books, and is furnished with all the leading Jewish periodi- 
cals, and is open to members and non-members alike. As a means of counteracting 
the pernicious activities of the missionaries, the urgency and utility of this library cannot 
be over-estimated, since it is the only one of its kind in Manchester, with the exception of 
the one conducted by the missionaries, and the effect of closing our Library would be to 
send its numerous frequentors—the poorer members of the community—to this latter 
institution. For these reasons we feel that the closing of Zion Hall and Library would be 
a misfortune for the community, and that its moral effect on the Zionist Movement in 
England would be equally calamitious. But, be this asit may, the present committee 
having exhausted its best efforts in a vain endeavour to establish the Hall on a sound 
financial basis, is determined no longer to be responsible for its upkeep unless assuredé of 
greater financial support than has hitherto been vouchsafed it. 

We, therefore; earnestly appeal to members, past members, and non-members, to 
attend a meeting to be held at Zion Hall, on Sunday, Sept. 10th, at 6.30, to consider 
what steps to take to prevent the closing of the Hall.

| The Shechita question in Leeds is still acute, and posters in 
Communal Yiddish and English adorn the walls and provide much food 
Disorder. for comment. There are rumours in the air of the contem- 
plated engagemént by the Public Burial Society of another Rabbi, 

ithe establishment of yet another congregation in this city, A manifesto has 
been issued, signed by many Rabbis in different cities and towns throughout the 
country warning any Rabbi against coming to Leeds. Naturally this is ignored 
by the Burial Society, who contend that, being numerica!ly stronger than any of 
the existing congregations, they are fully entitled to their own ecclesiastica) guid- 
ance and synagogue. Meanwhile their Shochet continues to act, and his services 
are employed by a certain section of the poultry dealers. One of the posters 
recently issued by the Burial Society reproduced what purported to be a copy of a 
postcard sent some time ago by a local Rabbi, commending their Shochet who is 
now acting in opposition to the Shechita Board, and who consequently is not 
recognised by the Rabbis constituting the Beth Din. Last Saturday afternoon Rabbi 
Horwitz delivered a discourse in the New Briggate Synagogue with the object of 
explaining matters, and “ the opposition * was strongly in evidence in the crowded 
congregation. He was not, however, allowed a hearing. Scenes of uproar pre- 
vailed, insulting epithets were used, and the service ended in disorder. Matters 
have now reached a serious pass within the community, and what at first was 
but a difference of comparatively minor importance, has developed into a dispute 
which threatens to involve practically the whole of the community. Broadly, the 
whole question of the unity of communal forces as represented by the United 
Synagogues of Leeds is at stake, and its ecclesiastical authority to regulate the 
communal life is being challenged by that section of the community which the 
Public Burial Society, with its estimated membership of 1,200, represents. The 


matters purely synagogal has for a long time given grievous offence, it being pointed 
out that, as a registered society, its activities should be limited to the functions 
for which it was established. The society with its large membership and strong 
financial position, certainly is a power, and its co-operation, which has been often 
sought, would certainly be welcomed by the United Synagogues of Leeds. A 
strong hand and tactful guidance are needed to avert what might develop into a 
serious crisis. It is sincerely to be hoped that some means may be found to calm 
the passions that have been aroused, and to re-establish the harmony and con. 
cord which prevailed before the present lamentable situation arose, and which is 
so essential to the communal well-being. 


Apropos to the reference made in these columns on the 4th of 

Jewish Clothiers August on the question of fixing the minimum rate of wages in 
and the the trade, the situation has resulted as then forecasted. At the 
Minimum Wage. meeting of the National Board the reports and the recommenda. 
: tions of the districts on the subject were considered. The 


Jewish employers proposed a minimum of 34d. per hour, and the workers’ . 


representatives 3jd. The first rate was carried, and the workers’ side, in then 
agreeing to the 34d., had the following record placed on the minutes .— 

The workers understand that the rate is proposed for the benefit of the lesser skilled 
classes of workers in the trade, and that it will not operate to the injury of the interests 
of workers whose present earnings, either on time or piece, exceed the proposed 
minimum. Should adequate evidence of injury to such workers beat any later stage 
forthcoming, the representatives of workers reserve their right to ask, on that specific 
ground, for a variation of the rate, or for such other action, under the Act, as may 
seem to meet the exigencies of the case. 

On the other hand, the wholesale clothing employers entered a protest against 
the rate of 34d., and will appeal to the Board of Trade to reduce it. Various 
Labour writers comment upon the fact that it would appear from this that the 
Jewish employers in the Trade are inclined to be more liberal to their workpeople 
than their Gentile competitors.

WALLASEY. 
CONSECRATION OF A SYNAGOGUE. 


Zionism. 


‘From our Liverpool Correspondent. ] 


The number of Jewish residents in the borough of Wallasey (on the Cheshire 
shore of the Mersey), has been rapidly increasing of late years, some forty families 
having settled in the borough, and forming the nucleus of a Jewish congregation 
which is daily gathering in strength and influence. No time has been lost in pro- 
viding the indispensable requirements of Jewish communal life by securing a place 
for public worship, with adjoining classrooms for the religious education of the 
youth of the congregation. A suitable building for this purpose has been acquired 
in Falkland Road, Egremont, ata cost of £800, towards which the members of the 
congregation have contributed £200, another £100 having been subscribed by co- 
religionists in Liverpool. The interior, which has been handsomely decorated and 
furnished and fitted with electric light, has seating accommodation for 200 persons 
in the body, and about 150 in the Ladies’ Gallery, and is eminently suitable for 
use as a synagogue. The classrooms are at the rear of the building, and the 
Religion Classes have already been formed under the supervision of Mr. Simon 
Moses and Mr. H. Miller. | 

The consecration and opening of the New Synagogue took place, on Sunday, 
in the presence of a large congregation. The Mayor and Mayoress of Wallasey 
(Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Chester) attended in State, accompanied by the Town Clerk 
(Mr. H. W. Cook) and a large number of Aldermen and Councillors, and Dr. Glynn 
Whittle, M.A., M.R.C.P., of Liverpool. The opening ceremony was performed by 
Mr. B. L. Benas, J.P., of Liverpool, who was presented with a silver key, asa 
memento of the occasion, by Mr. P. Liverman, President of the congregation. 
The Rev. §. Friedeberg, B.A., headed the procession of scroll-bearers who 
represented all the Liverpool Congregations and included Messrs. B. L. Benas, 
J.P., E. K. Yates, M. Preil, R. Abrahamson, L. Tavriger, I. Dorer, D. Belcher, J. 
Davies, Abraham Fagin, A. Ventura and P. Liverman. During the seven 
circuits round the synagogue, appropriate psalms were chanted by the Rev. I. 


Freeman, of the Hope Place Synagogue. The Mincha Service was conducted by 


the Rev. A. Coleman of the Princes Road Synagogue, assisted by his choir. 


SERMON. 


The Rev. S. Friedeberg, B.A., delivered the sermon. 
Kings ch. 8 v. 27 :— 

“ But will God indeed dwell here? Behold the Heaven and the Heayen of Heaven 
cannot contain him: how much less this House which I have builded,” he said :— 
‘* My first words to re this afternoon must be of congratulation that you see realised the 
pious desire of your hearts and that you are spared to take part in the consecration of this 
your DYyM wp “little sanctuary ” for the preparation of which you, Jewish residents 
of Wallasey, have laboured so zealously.

I earnestly 
trust that the generosity of your brethren and friends may enable you to wipe 
out the deficit of £500 that I understand still remains to be met, that the sacred 
work of the synagogue and classrooms may here be commenced and carried on 
free from the crippling burden of debt. 
reaches its consummation, you show there is alive in you the sentiments that have 
kindled the hearts of ancestors and touched with a halo of poetry the lives of a hunted 
and persecuted people. From the time when Abraham, diy’ founder of our race and 
religion, wherever he went in his pilgrimage “there he builded an altar unto the Lord 
and called on the name of the Lord,’ bis descendants wherever their feet rested in their 
sad and weary wanderings, have reared their sacred fane where to meet to pray to God 
and to teach His Holy Word. In many places in times past our fathers assembled in

The Rev. M. Rosenzweig 
and Home Rule. 


‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1R,—I shall esteem it a favour if you can find space in your valuable journal! 
to allow me to protest against the statement made by the Rev. Mr. Rosenzweig of 
Belfast to the London Evening News. 

He writes: “ I shudder to think of the precarious position in'which my people 
in the North of Ireland would be situated, for the first few months at all events, 
if Home Ruleshould be granted. May the Supreme King of Kings inspire the 
hearts of His Majesty’s counsellors to deal wisely and truly with my people.” 

Now this statement is entirely unwarranted, and is repudiated by 
Jewry in the North of Ireland. There are no signs of Jews “shuddering” 
should Home Rule be granted, and we do not consider our position in the least 
precarious. Despite the differences which exist in Ulster between Unionists and 
Nationalists, and the fact that party feeling has at times run_ high, 
our brethren have never been interfered with, and we have always received the 
utmost considertion from both parties. Whatever the political destiny of Ireland, 
we feel certain that, so far as the Jews are concerned, the same spirit of tolerance 
and good fellowship will always be manifest, by both Unionist and Nationalist. 
We discountenance entirely the rev. gentleman's allegation. Our people are 
politicians individually, but as a community we take no part in politics, and we 
have hitherto refrained from publicly entering into any controversy on political 
matters. Itis regrettable that a man of Mr. Rosenzweig’s order should not con- 
fine himself to his religious duties, and refrain from making reckless statements 
on matters about which he knows little or nothing. ,

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
THE HEADMASTER OF THE JEWISH FREE SCHOOL. 


R. N. CARSENTI was appointed headmaster of the communal school of 
Alexandria last October, as mentioned at the time in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, and, under his able direction, the school, which is at 
present one of the sights of the town, has undergone remarkable 
improvement. The Education Committee are therefore to be con- 

gratulated on their choice, for not only bas Mr. Carsenti distinguished himself 

by his ability, simplicity and kindheartedness, but he has gained the love, respect 
and confidence of his pupils and their parents, who 
look upon him as their counsellor and protector. 
The school Mr. Carsenti manages is a very 
extensive building, and 1s constructed on up-to- 
date hygienic lines. It is situated in the healthiest 
part of the town, and the schoolrooms are very 
airy. The class-room furniture is the best 

-\ obtainable, and the walls are artistically de- 
\ corated with instructive pictures and maps. 

The children are clean and neatlv dressed, and 
strangely contrast with their brethren who roam 
about the Ghetto of Alexandria. The discipline 
maintained in the school, considering the large 
number of pupils in each class, is very little short 
of marvellous. | 

When I called on him, Mr. Carsenti, with that 
geniality of manner which is characteristic of the 
kind man, readily granted me an interview. 


Origin of the School Talmud Torah. 


The building looks quite new, I remarked. 

‘ Well,” remarked Mr. Carsenti, “this build- 
ing was inaugurated only three years ago, bat the 
school proper has existed for many years.’ 

Was it situated on the same site ? 
Ob dear! no. 
very heart of the Haira (Ghetto), and was known as the Talmud Torah. The 
present schoo! still retains the old name, and is sometimes called ‘ Ecole Aghion,’ 
on account of the subvention paid by the Aghion family towards the maintenance 
of the old Talmud Torah. In the old school very little instruction was given, and 
the work done left much to bedesired. The local community then appointed aspecial 
Education Committee, to whose untiring efforts this school owes its existence.” 

Who are the members of this Committee ? | 

‘‘Messrs. Edgard Suares, Aghion and Picciotto. New members are appointed 
every other year, but Mr. Suares has always retained his office of honorary presi- 
dent. He spares no pains in his endeavours in improving the condition of the 
school and of the methods used. In spite of his numerous official duties he 
manages to find time for regular inspection of the school. His knowledge of 
schoolmatters is indeed remarkable. Messrs. Aghion and Picciotto also help Mr. 
Suares in his excellent work.” 

Is the school entirely subventioned by the community ” 

‘ To @ great extent it is, but the Amelé Torah defrays part of the expenses. 
We receive donations from kind members of the community, and particularly 
from the Menasces and the Aghions—the two well-known Jewish families of 
Alexandria.”

The Children. 


You have a good number of boys in this school, I remarked. 

‘“ About three hundred boys attend the boys’ school, but many more go to the 
infants’ classes.” 

Do you admit none but Sephardi Jews ” 


“Oh no! we have a good number of Russian Jewish children, and we make | 


absolutely no distinction between German and Portuguese Jews. Our aim is to 
educate young Jews and to kindle an ardent Jewish feeling in their hearts.” 

I suppose you have no paying pupils ? 

“This is a free school attended by children of the poorer classes who live 
mostly in the Ghetto and who cannot afford to pay for the education of their 
children.” 

There are some more conveniently situated sites in the Jewish quarter, so 
what induced the committee to build the school at such a great distance from the 
Ghetto ? 

“It would have been to the children’s disadvantage,” replied Mr. Carsenti, 
with a smile, “ had the school. been built in the Ghetto. The weather in this 
city is nearly always pleasant, and a walk through the European quarter affords 
the children means of developing some of their faculties. The sights seen are of 
valuable aid in object lessons, which. are given . 
here pretty frequently. Moreover, the child- 
ren’s desire to imitate their more fortunate 
brothers is really wonderful, and this results 
in their being always clean and neatly dressed, 
poor though they be. The pleasure with 
which the children look forward to their walk 
to the school is remarkable, and, as I 
observed in several cases, it improves their 
spirits and cheers them up. The state of 
affairs in the homes of some of these youngsters 
is deplorable.” 

Does their school attendance contribute to 
the improvement of their general state ? 

“Certainly. When the boys first came to 
school they were far from being clean and 
tidy. But, after much trouble, we managed to 
cultivate in them the habit of neatness. It ecoemarern 
ig @ pleasure to note that at present, when 
they return home, they endeavour to teach 


, their parents what they have learnt, and induce their mothers to improve the 
* state of their homes.” 


Meals and Uniform. 


The children have their mid-day meals here, don’t they ? 

‘All the pupils—boys and girls—have their mid-day meals in this institution. 
The dinner is served in the dining halls on the ground floor, and care is taken 
that nothing but wholesome food is provided.” 

Who provides the meals ? 

“The same society that supplies the uniforms—that is the Amelé Torab, 
which in its turn is subventioned by the community.” 


The Kindergarten. 


_ How many children are theré in the kindergarten ? 


“ There are 550 boys and girls. The children in these classes are taught 
according to Froebel’s methods. They are a happy lot, and,their teachers, who

| have been trained specially for the kindergarten work, render the lives of the little 
_ mites happy. You will be surprised to hear that all these little children can speak 


Hebrew with as much fluency as they do their mother tongues.” 
I daresay these children attend the communal schools when they grow up ? 


“Of course they do. When we receive applications for admission to the 
school, preference is generally given to those boys who have attended the kinder- 


_ garten. This is due to the fact that when admitting new applicants, we some. 


times find ourselves compelled to place old boys in very low classes, and this [ 
consider harmful.” 


Languages—Hebrew a Living Language. 


What is the principal language taught here? (I had heard the boys speaking 
different languages in the various classes. ) 

‘The principal language is French, but Hebrew is spoken as fluently by all 
as French. Even in the kindergarten it is used as a living language. In the 
higher classes many school subjects are taught through the medium of Hebrew, 
and naturally enough Jewish history is also taught in this language, which I hope 
will soon be regarded everywhere, or at least among the Jews, as a living 
tongue.” 

Do you employ Rabbis for Hebrew instruction ? 

‘My Hebrew teachers are divided into two classes—Rabbis ani Professors. 
The former are in charge of religious instruction, prayers and general reading. 
The latter, all of whom come from Palestine, teach modern Hebrew, e.g., grammar, 
conversation, writing and history.” 

Is Arabic taught as a foreign language ? 

‘Although French is nominally the principal language taught here, Arabic, 
like Hebrew, occupies as prominent a place in the school curriculum as French. 
We employ none but * Seikhs’ or native teachers, as this language is the mother 
tongue of the majority of the children. Boys generally acquire a knowledge of the 
language with more facility than French ; hence Arabic is hardly ever used in the 
Kindergarten.” 

Do the children write Arabic as well as they speak it? 

** Most of them do. Although there lies a broad difference between written 
and spoken Arabic, as a result of the good methods used by our ‘Seikhs’ the 
children soon master the difficulties of the former.” 

Do they find Arabic very useful when they leave school ? 

‘Naturally. Many of our boys occupy. positions as Arabic clerks in some 
loca! offices. 

Do the boys learn any other language ? 

“Yes. Italian was introduced into the curriculum about two years ago. The 
children are making very rapid progress in this language, for most of them 
generally speak it outside the school.” 

Don’t you think Engjish would be a good substitute for Italian ? 

“ By all means. I am aware that a knowledge of English would enable our 
pupils to improve their position throughout life, and in many cases to lift their 
families from the misery which surrounds them. In spite of all this we are 
obliged to teach Italian for the present.” 

Is there any good reason ” 

The firms that require English-speaking clerks generally want somebody with 
an advanced education. This we are unable to give, as in the majority 
of cases the boys, being poor, leave us at an early age in order to add a little to 
the household treasury, at the expense of their future prospects. Of course, the 
children could be given instruction in English and commercial subjects from the 


lowest classes, but that would necessitate the appointment of an English 


master.” 
You haven’t told me yet what use the children make of their knowledge of 
I talian. 
“T was just going to tell you. The Italian Government has kindly offered to 
give the more intelligent of our boys a commercial training in its technical school. 
A knowledge of Italian is absolutely necessary to secure admission to this school.” 


Future of the Boys. 


What do the boys do when they leave school ? 
“Most of our boys work in stockbrokers’ offices where they find their know- 


~ ledge of French and Arabic quite useful. Very few of them are so unfortunate as 


to find nothing to do, and are therefore obliged to resort to lottery-ticket 
selling, which I consider the worst trade on earth, for it encourages the vendors 
to lead a more or less idle life. Others, on the other hand, join the School of Arts 
and Trades. | 

Is there such a Jewish institution ? 

‘* Well, we haven’t really such an institution, but there isa committee under 
this name, with Mr. Danon of the Alliance school at its head, whose object is to . 
place youths as apprentices in different trades. Some of the old pupils are 
carpenters, others tailors and shoemakers. I am glad to say that most of them 
are doing well.” 

Do they admit to the School of Trades none but your old pupils? | 

‘Not necessarily. Any Jewish youth of good behaviour who can write 
French or Arabic, and do a little arithmetic, is eligible for admiégsion. These 


apprentices are given lessons in arithmetic, Arabic and drawing during their leisure 


hours, and this is a prove by the Ecole des Arts et Métiers.” 
eae Do not some of your boys attend the 
Mohamed Ali Technical School? — 
“The Committee of that school generously 
offered to teach a certain number of our boys 
any trade they wished.” 


The Teachers. 
Where do you get your French teachers 
from ? 
“Formerly, anybody was appointed as 
— teacher, but at present all our staff are 
| qualified teachers, mostly professors who 


deserted the Alliance School before the crisis. 
Through the courtesy of the Central Com- 
mittee, when we are in need of a teacher, the 
Alliance recommends one of the old pupils of 
its training school.” 

‘The interview came to an end as the 
school bell rang. The order in which the 
pupils marched to the playground and their 
behaviour in that part of the school, in spite of their large number, is worthy 
of much admiration.

A MID-OCEAN ADDRESS. 


BY THE REV. DR. H. PEREIRA MENDES. 


‘On the 4thof July last, being American Independence Day 
Various Kaces Have one for America” was arranged on board the « Rotterdam ” 
nt Says: Committee in charge. The Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes. of New York, 
who was among the passengers, was asked to speak on the subject, “ What the 
Jews Have Done for America.” We mg the gist of his address, sinee we 
believe at this juncture it is not out of place to offer a reminder of what Jewish 
thought has done for all English-speaking peoples. His numerous friends will 
be delighted to learn that Dr. Mendes, who was conipelled owing to the state of 
his health to journey to Europe for a “ cure,” is now progressing satisfactorily, 

I regret that you have allotted this subject to me, because. however carefully 
I may express myself, you may perhaps condemn ie for boastfulness. And 
boastfulness is vulgarity. However much I may try to avoid ostentation, you 
may possibly charge me therewith. And ostentation is vile: I hate it. You 
ask me to speak upon what the Jews have done for America. Tet me try, to 
answer your question. Very many years ago, a certain man sought aid and sym. 
pathy for a daring expedition. Rebuffed at palace and refused at convent. he 
met, at last, two men. They gave him aid. and, what was more. they 
him hope and strengthened his faith in himself.

The despondent man was 
CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS. - 


The two men who financed his epoch-making expedition, and who vave him 
Hope and Faith, without which his mutinous crew would have frustrated him. 
were two men of the Jewish race, Santangel and Sanchev.* Thus the first contribution 
of the Jews of America, to America’s uplift, was the message of hope, the message 
of faith in one’s self. Tt was a great contribution, for it was a great message. It 
presaged America’s progress. It made her success joxsible. A greater message 
yet, a greater contribution to America’s uplift, was brought by the first Jews who 
came to the actual shores of the United States, whose independence we celebrate 
to-day. In 1664 the ship * Peartree,” from the West Indies, landed the’ first 
Jewish settlers in. New York—then New Amsterdam. In 1665. the ship 
‘ Catarina” from the Brazils landed many more. ‘Vhey were Spanish and Portu- 
guese Jews. Peter Stuyvesant, the Dutcli Governor, had little cause to love the 
Spanish, Holland’s former enemy, or the Portuguese, who were then at war with 
her. He forgot the aid which the Jews had rendered Holland in her war of 
Independence against Spain. He treated the new arrivals “the Portuguese 
Nation,” as they are styled in the old archives very harshly. He refused them 
permission to have a synagogue, to owna burial ground, to serve in the town-guard. 
But men like Saul Brown or Asser Levy were not the men tamely to 
submit. They wrote to his superiors in Amsterdam, wWho ordered him 
not to interfere with Jewish worship, if the Jews interfered not with 
others. Next year suw the cemetery consecrated. It is not the mere fact 
that they did or did not obtain the rights they demanded, that I would emphasise. 
It is to the fact that they stood for religious liberty and civic responsibility that 1 
would point. For it means that the message of those tirst Jewish settlers on what 
is now United States soil was the message proclaiming religious liberty and civic 
responsibility. It was a notable contribution to America’s future uplift. But if 
the message of hope and faith in one’s self was a greut miessave : if the message of 
religious liberty and civic responsibility was 
A YET GREATER MESSAGE, 

the story of the greatest message, the noblest contribution of the Jews to America, 
to America’s uplift has yet to be told. In the sixteenth century, the century 
succeding Columbus, the great thought movements, under the name of Reforma- 
tion, revolutionised the world. They were inspired by the Bible. But the Bible 
is Hebrew thought. The translation of the Bible into German by Luther, the 
English versions by Tyndale and the Bishops, and especially the King James, or 
so-called Authorised Version, meant the transfusion of Hebrew thought into 
German and English character. How swift, how tremendous were the results 
for Englandand America! .. . Those Puritans, those men of the Bible, those men 
who carried the Bible into battle with them—those men who fought singing the 
psalms of the Bible—‘ to bind their kings in chains and their nobles in fetters of 
iron "—those Puritans won their war of Independence, won it in the name of 
Liberty. And they bequeathed the lessons of the war, and with it their reverence 
for the Bible, to their sons who settled in America, and to their grandsons and 
great-grandsons who fought in 1776, as they themselves had fought in 749 of the 
preceding century. The era of the King James version was the era of the 
first English settlements. Some of the best blood of Old England sought in New 
England the liberty long denied them at home, and carried with them the tradi- 
tions of Liberty. King George III., like King Charles I., and like King Rehoboam, 
refused “to be a servant unto his people,” refused “to serve them,” refused “ to 
answer and speak good words to them.” Therefore when the preachers, the men 
who preached from the Bible, used the Holy Book to fan 


THE FLAME OF REBELLION, 


they found ready and sympathetic listeners. It had been for sometime the custom 
for preachers to deliver in May of every year a special sermon on current 


events. In those days of no newspapers, people were thus kept informed. 


The quarrel with England became a favourite subject. It was pointed 


out that God had disapproved of the conversion of the Hebrew republic 


into a monarchy ; therefore it could not be wrong for the Americans to establish a 
Republic. Or again, that when the Hebrew King, Rehoboam, taxed the people 
unjustly, the people revolted. Was not King George doing the very same thing 
to his American subjects ? 
furthermore, was not the secession of the Hebrews from King Rehoboam 
approved by God? Liberty Bell rang out its tones and tongued the verse taken 
from the Bible, “ Proclaim freedom throughout the land, to all the inhabitants 


thereof.” Like their English forefathers, they fought and won their war of 
Independence. Like their English forefathers, they proclaimed the Bible truth 


that “the king rules but by the grace of the governed,” not only as our own 
Lineoln phrased it—‘‘ Government of the people, by thie people, for the people "— 
but asa Hebrew seer would have phrased it—'t Goverment of the people, by the 
people, for the people—under God.” The indebtedness of the American people 
to God was gratefully acknowledged by the leader, George Washington—witness, 
for example, his noble letter to the Jews of Newport—a grateful recognition 
of the God of the Bible. The Bible, and always the Bible! Who shall 
adequately measure the influence of the Bible in the English revolution of 1649, and 
in the American revolution of 1776 ? Butthe Bible, I repeat is Hebrew thought. Then 
you ask me what the Jews have done for America, or what they have contributed 
to its uplift. I answer, they have given America the Bible—the greatest, noblest, 
holiest message conceivable. Beside this message, what matter material sacri- 
fices, the lives willingly yielded up by the Jews of Revoluntionary days? We 
may admire, we do admire, the patriotism of the Rev. Gershom Mendes Seixas,

A Sermon for the Week.

TEMPORAL REWARD AND PUNISHMENT. 


“And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken diligently unto the voice of the 
Lord Thy God, to observe and to do all His commandments which I command thee 
this d t,-that the Lord th if God will set thee on high above all nations of the earth. 
And all these blessings shall come on thee and overtake thee. But wt shall 
come to pass, if thow wilt not hearken unto the voice of the Lord thy God, to observe 
to do all. His commandments and His. statutes which I command thee this day, 
that all these curses shall come upon tliee and overtake thee.’ —Deuteronomy xxviri., 


In the portion from the Pentateuch we shall read to-morrow there are set 


forth ‘ipressive words of blessing and cursing, the rewards and punish- 
ment ve meted out to the Israelites according as they observe or violate 


the laws laid down for their guidance. If they are faithful to those laws, they 
will recéive as their recompense prosperity and plenty. Israel will triumph 
over his enemies, and conquest will bring the blessings of peace in its train. 
Rain will fall in its due season, the land will yield her increase, and the trees 
their fruit. The faithful Israelite will be blessed both in the city and in the 
field. Contrariwise, sin and rebellion will be followed by famine, defeat, and 


captivity. The land will have no rest, and Israel will perish among the 


heathen. This contrasted picture of national suecess and failure, general 
prosperity and advetsity, presents an old difficulty: Why does our Lawgiver 
restrict his view to temporal rewards and punishments? Why does Moses 
here. and again in the 26th Chapter of Leviticus, set forth 


So Materialistic a Doctrine | 
of divine retribution? | Why is he so silent in regard to the continued 
existence of the soul after death—ua state to which we look forward as_ pre- 
eminently one of reward and punishment for earthly obedience and dis- 
obedience? The doctrine of immortality was well-known in Kgypt in 
Moses’ -day. Therefore not for a moment can it be suggested that he was 
ignorant of all that such a teaching implied. Nor can the attitude of the 
Pentateuch be explained on the assumption that the Israelites in the time of 
Moses were unfitted to appreciate the belief in the future existence of the 
human soul; that it was only possible to impress them by a scheme of 
rewards and punishments appealing to their material senses—like little 
children who are influenced by the promise of some slight and material 
reward, or the threat of some near and palpable punishmént. Those who 
put forward this explanation forget that the Israelites who emerged from 


Mevpt were not considered too degraded to become the depositaries of the 


highest religious teaching that the human mind ean grasp. <A nation that 
was fit to be tanght that God is a pure. spirit. an indivisible unity, 
and the truest conception of holiness, a. nation entrusted with a scheme 
of ethics which has not been transcended by any later teaching, 
must have been deemed intellectual enough to grasp the idea of the 
soul’s immortal existence-—if 1t was desirable to give prominence to such an 
idea. Again, it has been suggested that, inasmuch as it was the object of 
Moses to build up a nation, he limited: himself to such considerations as 
applied to the nation. The doctrine of future retribution concerns the 
individual, but national rewards and punishments must necessarily be tem- 
poral. This explanation is open to the objection that the exhortations of the 
Pentateuch are addressed to the individual as much as to the nation at large. 
[t never could have escaped the Lawegiver’s attention that the morality of a 
nation is made up of the morality of its units, and that an individual is more 
likely to be intluenced by the consideration of the results which his conduct 
will entail on himself individually than by an appeal toits effects on the nation 
in its collective capacity. 


The Solution of the Difficulty, 


as of many other difficulties in the Pentateuch, is to be looked for in the 
beliefs and practices of the ancient Egyptians.” It must be remembered that 
much of the Mosaic teaching is in the nature of a protest against the super- 
stitions which flourished in Egypt, and which experience proved to have a 
demoralising effect upon those addicted to them. The protest expressed 
itself in this warning: “According to the doings of the land of Egypt, 
in which ye have dwelt, ye shall not do.” Bearing this in mind, much 
that might otherwise be obscure becomes intelligible. Moses is silent about a 
future state just because the Egyptians cherished a strong conviction of the 
hereafter. The Ritual of the Dead, which is the Egyptian Bible, and has 
been preserved to our own times, is full of referenees to this belief. An 
Egyptian of the time of Moses firmly believed that after death he would be 
summoned to appear before the tribunal of Osiris, and brought to account 
for the life he had led on earth. Unless he could show, to quote the words of 
the Ritual, that he had given food to the hungry, drink to the-thirsty, and 
clothing to the naked, that: he had been free from mortal sin in act and thought, 
never could he hope to emerge from * Ker Neter,”’ the Egyptian Hades. He 
would be subjected to a long course of torments, and finally annihilated. 
Now what was the practical effect upon the Egyptians of such a belief? Did 
it render them more serious than other nations, more moral, more heedful of 
their responsibilities to the weak-and destitute? The history of ancient Egypt 
furnishes conelusive proof that this belief in a divine judgment after death was 
without any salutary effect upon those who held it. The privileged classes, 
for all their thought about a hereafter, were thorough worldlings. They lived 
only for pomp and show, luxury and self-indulgence. In their pursuit of these 
objects they exhibited that cruel disregard of the rights of the lower classes 
which in every age results from an inordinate love of pomp and luxury. We 


‘are accustomed to admire the wonderful civilisation of the ancient Egyptian, 


and our admiration often fails to take note of the immense amount of human 
suffering which that civilisation inflicted upon the greater portion of the nation, 
We tend to lose sight of 


The Myriads of Captives, | 


whose sweat and blood cemented those colossal structures that have defied — 
the ravages of time, of the vast slave-hunting expeditions into the Sudan, 
organised by the Pharaoh of the Exodus, of the extortions of the tax-gatherers, 
of the numbers of fellaheen robbed of their wives and children, and carried off

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to forced labour at the canals and the mines. The social system of ancient 
Egypt rested upon organised cruelty. And not only did the betief in another 
world not serve as a check upon these evils ; it actually encouraged them. An 
Egpytian patrician of old would appear to have reasoned with himself some- 
what in this fashion: ‘* Here am I, born to privilege and power, and there is 
no reason why I should not make the best of my advantages. The miseries of 
the slave population are certainly great, but I hope and believe that in a 
future state Thoth (the God of justice), will recompense them for what they 
have been forced to endure on earth. Certainly 7 am not called upon to 
redress the social inequalities of this life. If I have, at times, been unkind to 
my dependents, have I not made ample reparation by the offerings I have 
presented to the temples and the priests, by the regularity with which I have 
sacrificed to Isis and Horus?’’ With some such sophistries as these we may 
imagine the ruling classes of Egypt blinding themselves to the consequences 
of their misdeeds. Do we not sometimes excuse our own wrong-doing. by 
similar specious arguments? We are rather sorry for the unfair treatment 
that some sections of society receive in this world. But God will surely make 
it up to them in another world, and therefore ve need not trouble ourselves 
overmuch to put things right. Now Mosaism set itself to counteract these 
illusory pleadings, and it met them by insisting on 


The Hitherto Neglected Doctrine 


that the laws of divine justice operate here, upon earth. Therefore it is care- 
ful to point out to the Israelite that his, earthly prosperity would be contingent 
on his fidelity to the eternal principles of justice, kindness and rectitude 
which permeate the Pentateuch, while their neglect would be punished with 
material suffering and disaster. Not that Moses denies that God will likewise 
dispense justice in a state after death. But he prefers to be silent on this 
doctrine, leaving it for subsequent teachers to develop as the necessity should 
arise. For there are occasions in the lives of nations and individuals when it 
may be desirable to emphasise the matermal aspect of divine retribution to 
the neglect of the spiritual. There are circumstances, again, which may 
render it necessary to pursue an opposite course. When men, like the Egyp- 


—tians of old. in spite of believing in a future existence, seem to live for no other 


object than the gratification of their senses, then is the time to proclaim that 
divine justice will tind out the evil-doer even in this world which he loves so 
much ; so that if we wish to extract the maximum of happiness out of this 
life we cannot do better than place ourselves in harmony with the divine laws 
laid down for the vuidance of humanity. On the other hand, in seasons of 
affliction and sorrow, when men labour under cruel inequalities and all hope 


appears to be crushed out of them, when the grave claims its victims and the 


chords of affection are wrung with anguish—then religion exerts its highest 
office by pointing, with clear confidence, to the hope beyond the grave, and by 
showing that the justice dispensed on earth is. after all, but a rough and ready 
justice, which will be refined and perfected in another state. 
| “Fis the divinity that. stirs within us ; 
‘Tis heaven itself that points out an hereafter, 
And intimates eternity to man.”

REV. A. PERLZWERG. 


To the remarks so ably made last week by some of my colleagues in appreci- 
ation of the great services of our lamented friend the Rev. M. Hast ?’¥ 1, I feel it my 
duty as one who has been in continual contact with him for over fifteen years to 
add afew words. I do this not only in order to give expression to the deep sorrow 
which I feel at the loss of a friend and master, but chiefly in order to bring to the 
knowledge of those who shared with me the admiration of this great mana wish 
which he cherished for the last few years. Mr. Hast is rightly counted amongst 
the greatest creators of Jewish music. Considering the limited time at his disposal 
and his many works besides his svnagogal productions, his services in this con- 
nection are so phenomenal that it would be difficult to over-estimate them. He 
seems to have been, the first to appreciate the true nature of synagogue music. In 
the preface to his @VPA AWAY, his Works of Sacred Music, he claims that the 
operatic, the theatrical element is altogether out of place in synagogue music. 
The essentials of such music are simplicity, purity, anda true interpretation of the 
text. All students and lovers of synagogue music will agree that 
in Mr. MHast’s works these conditions are strictly satisfied and that 
for beauty, originality of melody, and harmonisation his compositions 
excel all. others. A professor of music once said to me:— 
“The more you hear them, the more you admire them. Whether it be solo, or 
chorous for equal or mixed voices, you always enjoy the freshness.of the melody 
and beautiful harmonisation.” It would be well if those excellent choirmasters of 
whom thé community can boast would note this; for a more widespread use of 
his numbers could not fail to achieve the object of greatly improving our synagogue 
service. It was my great privilege to enjoy Mr. Hast’s friendship for the last fifteen 
years, and my admiration for his comprehensive knowledge of music was equalled 
only by my affection forthe man himself. His output of truly excellent oratorios 
was prolific, and, as far as Chazonim are corcerned, unprecedented. The “ Death 


_ of Moses” was produced at the Queen’s Hall in 1897 and made a great impression, 


and I am certain that were the “ Fall of Jerusalem,” the last oratorio he wrote, 
produced its success would be even greater. It was Mr. Hast’s great wish to 
witness the production of this last great work of his. This great pleasure was 


not vouchsafed him. It would, therefore, be to the lasting credit of the com- | 


munity if it were to honour the memory of the departed master by arranging for 
the production of the “ Fall of Jerusalem.” :

AMAZING MARRIAGE.”’ 


IMPORTANT PROCEEDINGS. 


John Charles Parriscoe, a young-looking man, said to be a process engraver, 
appeared on Monday in answer to a summons at the Old Street Police Court, 
issued at the instance of Jessie Parriscoe, née Silverstone, charging him with 
desertion. 

Mr. Ricketts, solicitor, defended. . | 

The complainant, who looked considerably older than the defendant, stated 
that she was married to him on December 29th, 1907. She produced a certificate 
and also a copy of an extract from the registrar at Somerset House, to prove the 
raarriage. In May of last year the witness said she went to her parents in Man. 
chester, and when she proposed to return to London the defendant wrote to her 
saving he could not live with her any more. The defendant had not lived with 
her since, nor had he contributed to her support. | 

Mr. Ricketts denied that the so-called marriage was legal. The defendant 
was a Christian, while complainant was a Jewess, and according to Sec. II. of the 
Marriage Act, 1836, referring both to Jews and Quakers, it was provided that the 
parties must be both of such society or both professing the Jewish religion. It 
provided also that notices of such marriage must be given to the registrar, when a 
registrar’s certificate should have been issued in the manner therein provided. In 
1860 another Act was passed which made a marriage legal between Quakers, pro- 
vided only one of the contracting parties was a member of the society. The Act 
made no such provision in regard to a Jew and a Gentile. | 

Mr. Biron (reading from the Act): ‘ Both persons professing the Jewish 
religion.” Did defendant profess to be a Jew ? : | 

The Complainant: Yes. 

Mr. Ricketts: We deny that. Did defendant tell you so, or did he ever go 
to synagogue? | 

Complainant: He told me he was of the same faith as myself. He used to 
fetch my father from synagogue. 

Mr. Ricketts: Did he go in? 

The Witness: I cannot say. 

Mr. Ricketts: Did he work on Jewish holidays and the Sabbath ? 

The Witness: He worked on all except the Day of Atonement. 

Mr. Ricketts: Did he go to synagogue on that day ” 

The witness did not answer. 

Further questioned, the witness said they were married in a back room at 147, 
Brookstock Road, Cheetham, Manchester. The “canopy” was brought from the 
synagogue, and the Rabbi performed the ceremony, which was registered at 
Cheetham Town Hall. | 

Mr. Ricketts: That is in accordance with the Jewish Marriage Act of 1876, 
which says that the ceremony should be registered, but this is only binding when 
both the parties are Jewish. Both the parties in this case have been before the 
late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, and he inclined to my opinion—that there has been 
no binding marriage. He triedto induce the defendant to become a Jew. We 
admit he has not lived with complainant for some months, but contend there has 
been no legal marriage, and the whole question of desertion hinges on whether 
they were married or not. 

Mr. Biron (to the complainant): Why do you say he was a Jew ? 

The Complainant: He lived with Jews at Manchester and used to go to 
synagogue. 

Mr. Ricketts: That will be disputed. His mother is here, and will tell you 
she cautioned the complainant before the marriage. 

Mr. Biron: Who suggested you should get married in this way ? 

The Complainant: Idid. He said he wanted a quiet, family wedding, and 
he had one. | 

Mr. Biron: It is a monstrous thing if men can go about professing to be Jews 
and marrying girls like this without any legal liability. Are the complainant’s 
father and the rabbi here ? 


The case was adjourned for the attendance of the persons mentioned by 
Mr. Biron. 


We have ascertained by enquiry at the Chief Rabbi’s office that an authorisa- 
tion of marriage was on December 23rd, 1907, issued out to be celebrated between 
John Charles Parriscoe and Jessie Silverstone at Manchester on December 29th, 
1907.

The Late Lady de Rothschild.. 


The memorial stone over the grave of Lady de Rothschild (which adjoins that 
of her husband, Sir Anthony de Rothschild) at the Willesden Cemetery was con- 
secrated last Tuesday by the Revs. Michael Adler and E. Spero. Her daughters, 
Lady — and the Hon. Mrs. Eliot Yorke, were the only other persons 
present.

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SOME METHODS AND FORMS 
OF CHURCH GOVERNMENT. 


By Dr. 8S. M. MELAMED. 


The question of the future of our ecclesiastical organisation is at present dis- 
cussed everywhere, and different schemes have already been Iaid down both by 
responsible and irresponsible persons. The interest ng letter of Mr. Lange. which 
dealt with that question, was very symptomatic. It may, possibly at this 
juncture, be of some use to all who are seriously interested in the future of Anglo- 
Jewry, and especially of those who are responsible for the solution of the question, 
to know the principles of Church government, as they are derived from the 
character of the various religions—the methods and forms of Church Govern. 
ment of the great Christian ecclesiastical bodies in this country and- abroad. 
Every religious organisation is the outcome of certain historical conditions, 
because religion and its organisation is no less subject to the eternal laws of 
evolution than any other institution of culture. Tut, at the same time, it is also 
true that the form of every religious organisation is inherent, more or less, in a 
religion itself. Every religion is either a revealed--individualistic, and therefore 
ny nomocratic one, or a product of amalgamation, and an outcome of different 
historical conditions. The nomocratic revealed religion, founded by a single 
individuality, inclines more to 

AN INPIVIDUALISTIC ORGANISATION. 

As the law is given and known to all, the single priest is the sole adminis. 
trator of the law. In such circumstances there is no hierarchy at all. Every 
priest has the same rank and the same rights and qualifications. Every com- 
munity is completely independent, and possesses no power whatever over its 
sister community. Such religions are mostly connected with the State, or form 
one of its constituent parts. In such a case, the head of the State isd priori the 
religious head, because there is no line of delimitation between the two powers. The 
Sultan is, for instance, the Calif, and the same can be said of all other Islamitic 
rulers. But even a religious head, such as a Calif. is subject to the common 
law of religion, and he is ruled by the law. He has not the power to Initiate 
reforms or to alter the law, while the head of the Roman Catholic Church, for 
instance, stands above the law and is himself the source of the law. In one case. 
the religious head is only a formal one, while in the other he is the embodiment 
of the religion itself. The one head is only a high “ Presbyter,’’ while the other 
is an Episcopus with unlimited power. The Calif can be dismissed (by a Fedvah) 
while the Pope in theory can never be dismisse’.* Here we have the two 
fundamental principles of Church-government, the Presbyterian and the Episcopal. 
Each of these two leading principles may be carried out in different ways, just as 
the two principles of State Government, Monarchy and Republic, have taken always 
and everywhere various forms. And as there are no two political bodies which 
absolutely resemble each other—in spite of the fact that they are governed by 
the same principle—so there will never be found two religious organisations 
governed by the same principles, which resemble one another, beeause life is 
stronger than principles. But, as already mentioned, the principles of every 
religious organisation are based on one of the two, because the two different 
classes of religion involve these two principles. The historical, in contra-distine. 
tion to the revealed nomocratic religion, involves an episcopal form of religious 
organisation on account of the absence of a revealed law. Who shall administer 
the law if it be not yet established, or, if it require s0 many interpretations? It 
cannot be handed over to 

A SINGLE PRIEST, 
because each individual priest, not knowing the true law, would, in his exposi- 
tions, be a law unto himself. But when the law is clearly enunciated and circum. 
scribed, a8 in the case of Islam or Judaism, the individual priest knows very well 
what he has and what he has not to teach. Therefore we see that after 
Christianity had taken a certain shape. the original Presbyterian administration 
of the Church had developed into an Episcopal one. So longas the early Churches 
were isolated from each other and every priest had the power to do what he hiked 
and to interpret the Christian teachings according to his own views, innumerable 
sects and schisms arose and Christianity threatened to be engulfed in religious 
chaos. It was therefore a natural march of evolution that the Episcopos 
of the early Church, originally the financial administrator of the com- 
munity, took first, the place of the Presbyter, next that of head of the Presbytery, 
and later on that of an independent ruler of the Church. Of course, there were 
many other political causes which contributed to this development of affairs. 
The Primate of Rome, being the Bishop of the largest Christian community, had 
secular-political traditions, which had to be continued and maintained. The 
Roman Imperator had disappeared, but not the Idea of Roman Imperialism and 
Universalism. « Hence the Church thought it its duty to replace the secular 
Imperialism by a clerical one. For a period of twelve hundred years 


the Christian Church was animated by ideas of monarchical Imperialism 


(Popery) and Universalism till the individualistically disposed Germans 
came and breke the power of the papacy; Luther’s great deed was in 
re-establishing the original Presbyterian constitution of the Church. Luther 
recognised that every Episcopal constitution, not being bad in itself, 
always tended towards degeneracy, because episcopacy tends to popery. In 
breaking with this system he fought more against its consequences than the 
principle itself. We have also to bear in mind that during fifteen hundred years 
Christianity—originally more 
A KIND OF RELIGIOUS FEELING 


- without any fixed law-—developed more and more into asystematic religious system 


with laws, dogmas, rules, fixed articles of belief and so forth, so that the indi- 
vidual priest of the sixteenth century was very well versed in what he had, and 
what he had not, to teach. What Luther initiated, Calvin accomplished. This 


‘reformer, being of a dogmatic disposition, conceived Christianity as a system of 


fixed law and established his church according to this conception. The Calvin- 
istic church is Presbyterian to a degree. The law in itself is here the source of 
light and salvation, and the doctors, pastors, and seniors have nothing else to do 
than to teach this sacred law. It is superfluous to add that the Calvinistic 
church does not allow and does not tolerate any hierarchy, Every priest 
is the equal of his fellow-priest in rank and dignity, both having the same duty. 
But this does not mean that this Church is democratic; quite the contrary. The 
principle is ‘‘ authority ” and not “majority,” fixed law for all eternity and the 
religious freedom for the people, because “the Church which the Lord Jesus Christ 
has founded in this world for the gathering and perfecting of the saints is his 
visible Kingdom of Grace.” The officials and servants of this Church being (1) 
Ministers of the world; (2) Ruling Elders; and (3) Deacons, have only to carry 
out God’s eternal laws and teachings. The power of the “collegium ” shall serve 
as a barrier against the arbitrariness of the individual. ‘The aim and object of the 
ecclesiastical authorities of this Church are merely of an administrative and not 
of a legislative nature. In Scotland, where the Calvinistic ideas have gained a 
paramount influence, the Church is administered on purely Presbyterian 
principles, and it is governed by Kirk Sessions, Presbyteries, Synods and the General 
Assembly, which consists of both. There are clerical and lay representatives from 
each of the Presbyteries and also from the Universities and royal burghs. It is 
presided over by a Moderator, who is chosen annually by the assembly (in order 
to prevent hierarchical degeneracy) to whom the King has granted precedence in 
Scotland during his term of office, next after the Lord Chancellor of Great Britain.

The country for church purposes is divided into 16 synods, 84 Presbyteries, and 
there are over 1,800 Ministers who are 


ALL EQUAL IN RANK, 


qualification, dignity and position. The other Presbyterian Churches of the 
country like the United Free Church of Scotland, and the various Methodist 
Churches are even more radical in the realisation of Presbyterian principles 
in Church Government. In some of these Presbyterian Churches, the Church- 
warden has not any other function than that of a financial Administrator, for 
the principle of absolute equality of.all men who follow the word of God is 
accepted. But let us now consider the state of affairs in the Church of England. 
The so-called High Church, although episcopal and aristocratic, is governed 
by means of its convocations of Bishops and Clergy; there is 
a House of Convocation for each province, Canterbury and’ York. Each 
Convocation consists of two houses, the upper, confined to the Archbishops and 
Bishops; the lower, composed of the Dean of every cathedral, the Archdeacons 
with Proctors elected from every cathedral chapter and two more elected by the 
Clergy of every diocese in the province of Canterbury, and by every Archdeaconry 
in the’ province of York. With every new Parliament a new election of these 
bodies takes place. The country for Church purposes is divided in thirty-two 
dioceses, andin two arch dioceses, one for All England (Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Primate of All England), and one for England (Archbishop of York, Primate of 
England). The Bishops and Archbishops are nominated by the Crown and 
consecrated by the Church. But in spite of the two Primates every Bishop 
enjoys the fullest autonomy in his diocese and he does not depend in any way, 
as far as ordinary religious matters (and even political matters are con- 


cerned) upon the Primate. In like manner, the’ priests are indepen. 


dent within the limits of their cures. It happens even, sometimes, that a Bishop 
inclines towards Roman Catholicism, while some of his priests may be evangelistic 
protestants. The Government of the Church of England is a faithful copy of the 
English constitution. It gives room to both principles, the presbyterian and the 
episcopal, as the English constitution unites within itself the democratic and 
the monarchical principles. The Hierarchy is a small one, as there are only three 
ecclesiastical degrees, bishop, priest, and deacon, but, being connected with the State, 
inclines more to conservatism. Nevertheless, it must be said that the fullest 
autonomy which inyolves liberty and toleration prevails within the sphere of its 
administration. The continental protestant churches are all more or less governed 
on presbyterian lines, without any episcopal element. The reformed churches in 
the German part of Switzerland are presbyterian and absolutely democratic, 
being governed by the people only, while the Presbyterian churches in Germany 
are more conservative, being dependent to a great extent upon the State. Only 
the Roman Catholic church is absolutely episcopal and governed on despotic lines.

The Enquiry Proposal. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,—I have only just had the opportunity of reading the correspondence on 
the above subject which has appeared in your recent issues, and I hasten to 
express my hearty concurrence with the objects and methods desired and sug- 
gested by the writers of those letters. Having given the subject some consideration 
for a considerable time past, I am strongly of the opinion that the interests of 
Anglo-Jewry as a religious community would be far more effectively served by the 
abolition of the office of Chief Rabbi, as hitherto known, and the institution of a | 
new form of communal organisation resting on the creation of a series of loca], self- 
governing, and independent communities. Whether the new organisation should 
take the form adumbrated by Mr. Lange in the letter which initiated this corres- 
pondence, or some other form, I am not at this moment prepared to express a 
definite opinion. Much inquiry, investigation and consultation must precede any 
such decision, and | therefore welcome the step which Mr. Wallach has taken, of - 
giving notice to move at the next meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue 
for a Committee of Inquiry into the present needs of the community as a religious 
entity. 
in this crisis the duty of the officers of the United Synagogue is perfectly 
clear. They ought not to take any step that would prejudice the decision of the 
body upon which will ultimately be thrown the responsibility for this grave 
decision. There should be no pledges, promises, or commitments to individuals, 
however eminent or worthy, until the views and needs of the community have been 
clearly ascertained. It is impossible they should ever forget they are not merely 
appointing an official of the United Synagogue. Outside that important institu- 
tion there is probably not less than ten times the number of professing Jews who 
are members of synagogues, and who have a right to be heard in this important 
matter. Though their power, if the same method of election is adopted as on 
previous occasions, of affecting the final decision is small and almost insig- 
nificant, their interests are overwhelmingly greater. That disparity 
has grown immensely greater since the last occasion when an_ election 
to the oftice of Chief Rabbi took place. From my knowledge of certain provincial 
congregations, and of the Federation of Synagogues, it seems to me not unlikely 
that in the event of the old régime being renewed and perpetuated by the United © 
Synagogue the appointment will be repudiated, and anarchy and chaos will 
supervene. 

I want to see the community organised on a religious basis. The old organ- 
isation does not, I believe, conform with present needs. (A new organisation 
must therefore be hammered out. This can only be successfully accomplished if 
all parties and all interests in all parts of the country are consulted and ascertained.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


REMARKABLE PROCEEDINGS. 
STATEMENT BY CHAIRMAN OF THE APPEAL BOARD. 


The London Immigration Appeal Board met again last Friday, for the third 
' . time in five days, for the purpose of considering the cases of five imraigrants who 
| had been refused leave to land on the previous day. The immigrants, who came ér 
‘ Batavier V.” from Rotterdam, included two coreligionists on whose behalf Mr. 
I. Landau appeared. The members of the Board comprised Mr. J. H. Polak, J.P., 
in the Chair, Mr. A. O. Goodrich, J.P., L.C.C., and Mr. Evans. 

The proceedings of the Board, always of a very tame order, were at this sitting 
characterised by an unusual procedure, in so much as the Chairmen, after the 
rejection of an appeal, made a statement to the Press practically condemning the 
decision arrived at by bis colleagues on the Bench. 

The appeal in question was lodged by NISSIN SCHEINE, a tidily-dressed and 
highly respectable-looking man of forty-seven, who had been rejected, according to 
the written statement prepared by the Immigration Officer and laid before the 
Board, ‘‘ on the ground of want of means.” 

The Officer in informing the Board of the facts of the case said that Scheine 
had told him that he had come from Bessarabia and desired to join his children 
here. He was a tailor by trade and had in his possession the usual scrap of paper 
bearing an address, namely, that of 28, Cannon Street Road. In addition the 
immigrant hada letter from which he gathered that Scheine had two sons in 
London and two sons in America. Apparently the appellant had recently been to 
America but had been rejected there on medical grounds, although he had not 
been rejected on those grounds by the authorities here. The letter, continued the 
officer, also contained a reference as to the existence of the wife of Scheine, but 
the man had declared that his wife had been dead five years. The officer, being 
of opinion that the immigrant had made contradictory statements, thought it 
advisable to detain Scheine and for the Board to hear his story. Since his deten- 
tion, however, inquiries had been made, which were entirely satisfactory, so much 
so indeed that had he been in possession of the facts that had since transpired he 
would not have detained the immigrant. The sons had been interviewed, appeared 
to be in comfortable circumstances, and willing to look after the welfare of their 
father. 

The sons, who were called, told the Board in answer to questions from the 
Chairman that they were in constant employment and earned between them some- 
thing like £415s.a week. One of them was married and the other was stilla/ochur. 
They had lived in London for four years, and on telling the Board that they could 
neither speak nor understand English, Mr. Polak expressed his regret that young 
men who intended to make London their domicile should be ignorant of the 
language of the country. They explained that being tailors it was not necessary 
for them to devote time to the study of English, seeing also that they were 
employed by Yiddish speaking master-tailors. 

Both expressed their readiness to have their father with them, for whom they 
could obtain immediate employment. 

After further questioning, 

Mr. Landau, expressed his astonishment, at what he termed the totally unneces- 
sary length of the cross-examination. He reminded-the Board of the remarks of 
the Chief Immigration Officer who in the course of the evidence had stated that had 
he been in possession of certain facts prior to the immigrant’s detention, he would 
have had no hesitation in granting appellant permission to land 

' On the request of Mr. Goodrich, the Press and the legal adviser were requested to 
retire to give the Board opportunity to discuss the case in camera. The Press 
representatives having been re-admitted after a period covering several minutes, 
Mr. POLAK announced that the appeal had been rejected. Mr. Polak continued : 

I would like to add that the immigration officer on his own personal authority 
stated that if the facts which had come to his knowledge and to our knowledge since 
the rejection had been before before him when he rejected the immigrant the rejection 
would not, have taken place. The joint earnings of the two young men, upon their 
own unsupported statement, are £4 15s. a week. One cf these young men is 
married and has one child, and the other issingle. The immigration officer informs 
us that in a letter which he has seen from America the appellant has two sons there 
also who were willing to support their father in America, but that he was rejected 
by the immigration authorities there, principally on account of deafness. 

Mr. Goodrich said he desired to dissociate himself from the Chairman and 
objected to his making any statement. : 

. Landau: I should also like to make a statement to the Press. 

\*, Evans interrupting said, that he objected on the ground that Mr. 
Lai uu was not entitled to address the Press—if he had anything to say he should 
address the Chairman. 

Mr. Landau: Very well then, I will address the Chairman. In my opening 
remarks to you I protestedstrongly againstthe extraordinary proceedings of one of the 
members of the Board endeavouring to examine the witnesses so strictly after the 
Immigration Officer had himself stated that had the facts been before him yester- 

day as they are to-day he would never have rejected the immigrant. 

Mr. Evans: Having heard the Immigration Officer’s statement and the 
evidence of the two sons that this person was not considered fit, under American 


law, to land in America, I have not considered him a fit subject to 
land here. He has the disability of deafness, and apart from that heis a man of 
advanced years. 


The Chairman: He is forty-seven years of age. | 
Mr. Evans: That isso. But we know how difficult it is for one to obtain 
employment here at that age. | Per 
Other Appeals. 


The matter here dropped, and the next case, that of ANNA WALFORT, a 
NE _ Jewess, was considered. She had been detained because she did not volunteer full 
Rey's ) information to the Officers, but had now made a complete statement. She pro- 
duced various documents, among them being a draft of £26 on the Standard Bank 
of South Africa, and an address of relatives in that country, to whom it washer 
intention to proceed.

At the conclusion, Mr. Polak asked his colleagues on the Board if they were 
prepared to reconsider the case of Nissin Scheine. The reply was in the 
negative. | 

_ Weunderstand that Mr. Landau called at the Home Office after the termina- 
tion of the proceedings, with the object of obtaining permission from Mr. Haldane 
Porter, to detain the immigrant, pending further enquiries. Mr. Porter was 
absent on account of indisposition, and as there was no time for further action—the 
boat by which Scheine arrived here left on its return voyage about an hour after 
the Board sat-—Scheine was obliged to return with it.

Sir Richard Stapley presided 
and was assisted by Dr. Morris and Mr. Francis. Mr. Isaac Landau appeared as 

legal adviser to the Jewish appellants. | 

The first case was that of a married man, ISAAC FISHMAN, a native of 
Cherson, who told the Board that he was en route to South Africa to relatives 
there, who had forwarded on his behalf £30 to the Union Castle Line, £10 for the 
passage, and £20 to be produced on landing. The applicant only had _ the 
equivalent of lld. in his possession. He could not pay the passage money to 
Africa for his wife and children, but it was his intention to send for them as 
soon as circumstances would permit. In the meantime, his friend in London 
would look after his family. 

Mr. Schaffer, of Varden Street, I., the friend referred to, expressed his 
willingness to house the appellant’s wife and two children till such time as they 
would be sent for. : 

The Board decided to admit the man, but not his family, pointing out that he 
could either go back to Russia with them until sufficient money had been for. 
warded for their passages to Africa, or cable at once for the cash while the family 
went back to Rotterdam. 

Mr. Landau, on being asked by the Chairman as to who instructed him, 
replied : Iam not prepared to disclose to you by whom I am instructed. It is 
with the full cognisance of the Home Office authorities. 

The next appellant was NACHUM OPAS, a young Russian, who was admitted 
on the understanding that his brother guaranteed to keep him for twelve months, 
and that a tailor named Pizer, of Little Turnstile, Holborn, provided him with work 
at a starting wage of twenty to twenty-five shillings per week. Mr. Pizer 
informed the Board that it was difficult to find tailors in London at the present 


time. 


A Russian farm labourer, who also applied for admission, was asked what he 
could do to support himself. Through the interpreter the applicant replied, 
‘* Whatever I can see I can do.” 

A Jewish linoleum merchant, who offered to give the man employment, said 
his employes earned £3 to £3 10s. per week. 

The Chairman : 

Yes. 

The Chairman: I am surprised at that. 

Mr. Francis: Amongst all the labour of the East End, which you know to be 
enormous, you mean to say you can’t get sufficient for yourself, and have to 
import a man who can’t speak a word of English ”? 

Yes. It is difficult to get the right man. 

The applicant was rejected. 

Another farm labourer, a non-Jew, who had no offer of employment, was also 
rejected. 

A young Russian girl was admitted, the Board being satisfied that she was 
proceeding to relatives who were in a position to guarantee her welfare. 
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And you find it difficult to get men to fill these jobs ? 


A meeting of the Board was also held on Saturday, Mr. J. H. Polak pre- 
siding. The only appeals heard were those of two brothers, who had come from 
Rottérdam, and stated that they were on their way to-America. * The inquiry 
officer stated that they had no tickets to America and only had £7 in their posses- 
sion. The appeals were rejected. 


Cruelty to Subject Races. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,—Mr. H. 8. L. Polak makes a severe onslaught on the Jews living in 
Africa for the part they took in the problem of the treatment of “ British Indians.” 
He deplores the fact that as soon as Jews set foot on the soil of Africa—presumably 
from Russia—they join in the hue and cry against them. Hecomplains that Jews 
have not learnt the lesson of toleration which the long persecution they themselves 
have suffered should have taught them. I have resided in South Africa during 
the past eight years. I therefore feel in duty bound to answer this accusation. 
Mr. Polak likens the treatment of the *‘ British Indians” in Africa to the horrible 
atrocities perpetrated on Jews—native-born—in Russia I cannot imagine any- 
thing more ridiculous; it is well-known that in Russia the Jewish problem is 
entirely religious. | 

Restrictions and disabilities are being heaped mountain high upon them, only 
because they profess the faith of their fathers, and as soon as a Jew pretends to 
have embraced the kind of Christianity, as Christianity is understood in Russia, 
all his disabilities disappear as if by magic. In Africa I do not believe there is a 
single individual, Jew or Gentile, who has ever had a thought or desire to impose 
any restrictions on an Indian because of his religion. The quéstion there is 
purely economic. It has long been the practice of Indians hailing from a part of 
India where the custom of living on the proverbial smell! of an oil rag has been 
reduced toa fine art. Bringing those habits with them, they set up shopkeeping, 
and their very primitive habits enable them to compete in such a manner that it 
is absolutely impossible for a white man to gain a livelihood. The trouble is that 
the supply of Indians of the same kind is practically unlimited, and if an 
unchecked inflow of them were allowed, the result would inevitably be that the 
white population would either have to attempt the impossible, viz., try! to lower 


itself to their standard cf living or pack up and clear out. Mr. 
Polak ventures the opinion that he is not the only Jew to believe 
that among the worst enemies of the Jewish people some 


are 
of themselves. _lagree with him. There are, unfortunately, to be found Jews 


who are the worst enemies of the Jews. Among them I place in the forefront 
such Jews who, without studying the question impartially, rush into print and 
give publicity to rash accusations which on close investigation would be found to 
have no foundation. The action of the Jews in Africa, who are an insignificant . 
minority, is in keeping with the entire white population, who are mostly English. 
Therefore, to accuse the Jews in Africa of intolerance is to accuse the English 
public as well. I wonder if Mr. Polak has ever thought what would be the feeling. 
of the white population in Africa towards the Jews if they ceased, according to 
Mr. Polak, to be their own enemies and threw in their lot with the Indians.

he closed the synagogue, and carried the sacred scrolls of the Law to Philadelphia, 
vowing that he would not conduct services under British auspices. A member of 
the Lopez family of the congregation, when refused enlistment by the American 
recruiting officer on the ground of his advanced age, stoutly declared that he was 
not too old to stop a British bullet. But 1 say that all the material help that Jew 
or Christian gave to the revolutionary cause pales into insignificance before the 
mental, moral, and spiritual help afforded by the Bible, the book of the Jew. 
The material sacrifices helped to gain American liberties. So did the Bible, but the 
Bible, in addition, secured their expansion and Juarantees their perpetuation. 
When, a short time ago, England and America celebrated the three hundredth

It wasa Jew, Haim Salomon, who helped President 
Monroe to finance itt It is not his patriotism nor his self-sacrifice that | would 
emphasise, but the fact that his descendants are content to remain unpaid to this 
dav. In other words, they teach the lesson tliat patriotism is service and 
sacrifice without hope of gain thereby. Of the war of the rebellion I ned say but 
little. Hebrews fought on both sides, Hebrew widowsand mothers, Hebrew daughters 
and sweethearts wept on both sides. Enough. It matters little in what degree 
the Jews of America have contributed to America’s material progress, in enter- 
prise or discovery, in art or science, compared wit the messages God has ‘privi 
leged them to carry or send. ‘The wood, the metal, the steam, each 
contributes to the whole, which we call this ship, the powers. or 
qualities with which the Creator invested it. So each nation contributes 
to that whole which we call the United States of America, those powers or 
qualities with which the Creator of all has endowed it. Therefore, no nation 
need boast of what it has done, or of what it stil contributes, anv more than a 
rose need boast of its beauty or fragrance. Not the nation, not the rose, but God 
the Creator—He alone is to be praised. Therefore, we Jews have nothing to 
boast of--we are not to be praised for what we have done for America’s uplift. 
Because we are but the descendants of Abraham, whom God * quickened in order 
that he might command his descendants and those who join with them to preserve 
the way of the Lord, to stand for righteousness and justice.” In this spirit let us 
celebrate this, our Independence Day. We are worthy of our independence only 
while we heed the historic messages of hope and faith in God, with the Bible 
for our inspiration. May God preserve our independence! God keep us loyal 
to what these messages mean !

Orthodoxy, Reform and Apostasy. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SiIk,—Following the example of Frederick the Great, who, when told that a 
slanderous attack on him had been posted in Berlin, said : *' Niedriger haengen,” I 
shall quote the following paragraph from the letter of the Rey. Dr. J. H. Hertz, 
published in your issue of July 14th: “Orthodoxy has this to say, that a man 
referring to the undersigned) who has such apologies in stock for Rabbis who 
become meshummodim may yet one day himself be enrolled in their goodly 
company.” 

My accounts with the reverend gentleman are definitely closed, and merely 
as an interesting piece of analogous * Kultur ” history [ wish to quote an incident 


which the late Rabbi Marcus Hirsch, then Chief Rabbi of Prague, told me some 


twenty years ago. Hirsch, who was then Rabbi in some Hungarian town, met 
quite a number of other Rabbis, who had gathere | on the occasion of the funeral 
of a colleague. Naturally, after the funeral, while waiting for their trains, they 
discussed Talmudic topics. The particular topic under discussion was the 
Mishnah, Nedarim, 90 b. Among the participants in the tournament was a 
young man who evidently expected that yelling and ungentlemanly manners 
would earn for him the palm. Finally, one of the older men said: (I have to give 
it in Yiddish in order to preserve the charm of the original: © Mag yarember- 
hazyaer”"—I am not quite sure of the name of the place—Kov, mit Euch kenn

Readers who look for arguments in a discussion, will have to admit that I did 
prove by the quotation of facts that there were defections from Judaism before 
there was any thought of Reform, and that they occurred and do occur to-day in 
orthodox, Hasidic and neo-orthodox environments, and that on the other hand 
there are examples of fidclity to Judaism in Reform camps. These are facts 
which admit of no difference of opinion. My inference is that the charge, levelled 
against Reform as leading to apostasy, is false. I leave 1t to the reader, whether 
he will follow me in this inference. fae 
Unprejudiced readers will also understand that even this is not the real issue, 
If for orthodoxy nothing more can be said than that it preserves Judaism as an 
institution, its advocates deserve Job’s rebuke (xill., 7): “Will you speak 
unrighteously for God and talk deceitfully for him?” Orthodoxy must not only 
useful or convenient; it must be rglit, and herein lies the real question at issue. 
For the decision of this question it is necessary first to agree on what ortho- 
doxy is. There are differences of opinion, as you recently experiened in 
England. The late Chief Rabbi declared that it is wrong to arrange a get without 
court procedure ; in other quarters his testimony was called treason to traditional 
Judaism. I must say that I am convinced Dr. Adler was right, not from my own 
point of view, as I consider get merely part of the rabbinical civil law, obsolete 
to-day even in orthodox circles, but from the strictest Talmudic point of view, in 
the interpretation of N27 NMI37I07 NI", given by such authorities as Meir, of 
Rothenburg (Responsa, ed. Prague $134, ed. Bloch, $122). In support of my 
Statement I may quote a precedent in Hungary, In 1875, Rabbi Albert Stern, 
afterwards a radical reformer, arranged such a yef, and. six years later, when the 
divorced parties were re-married, he was fined for abetting in bigamy, on the 
ground of a law, issued in 1868, article 54, section ‘4. I do not remem ber--and I 
investigated the reports carefully—that the leaders of Hungarian orthodoxy, 
Samuel Wolf Schreiber, Jeremias Loew, Menahem Katz, and so many others who 
stormed the Diet and the Emperor with petitions against the Rabbinical Seminary 
as the ruin of Judaism, had anything to say against the law of 1868 or against 
the decision of 1879.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
RABBINIC QUOTATIONS FROM THE BIBLE.—(V. Aptowitzer.) 
In 1906 and 1908 Dr. V. Aptowitzer, of Vienna, published two parts of an 


inquiry into the nature of the Rabbinic citations of Scripture. 
directed to one important issue: that of the text. Do the Rabbinic quotations 
differ from the accepted Massoretic readings? The present writer, in his contri- 
bution to the volume of ‘Cambridge Biblical Essays,” has already appraised at 
some length the value of Dr. Aptowitzer’s earlier results. It now remains to point 
out that the same scholar has produced a third instalment of his inquiry. It is 
prefixed to the eighteenth Jahresbericht of the Vienna Lehranstalt, and it deals 
with Il. Samuel and Joshua. It is scarcely possible in this place to enter into 
details. One specimen must snffice. In Joshua y., 10, our Hebrew Bible reads: 
MODI AS PN Iw" «But in the Talmud, Zebachim 118a, the 
quotation runs: 23932 AX PNW" This cannot’ be a mere. 
summarised quotation, for the LXNX. (Greek translation) exactly agrees with the 
Talmudic text. Dr. Aptowitzer’s work is destined to. prove of great talue to 
critical commentators on the Bible. |

This titleis due not to the author but to the publishers, Messrs. Gay and 
Hancock. °* The first title of this little book was Here and Hereafter, but, having 
discovered that this had heen used three times, the publishers have altered the 


title to Our Immortal Heiituye.” As it deals with life and death, the new title is 
as good as the old. 


The inquiry was 


Individual immortality, Mr. Baker argues, is an absolute necessity to give life 
any real and serious value. Earthly life is short, for most it is an unceasing 
trouble “in order just to keep sou! and body together.” Many, moreover, ‘ have 


‘to struggle so incessantly and laboriously, in order to satisfy the essential wants 


-of getting into heaven, but rather about getting heaven into us.” 


of the body, that of necessity they cannot even consider, much less cultivate, the 
intellectual and spiritual wants of thetr soul.” And those who are free from the 
actual slavery and drudgery of life, are equally dissatisfied with the social 
inequalities that exist, with the disadvantages of some and the disappointments of 
more in the striving after righteousness. ‘ To the thoughtful and sensitive man, 
all this injustice and misery seem to press round him like a thick, yellow fog.” 
‘‘ Justice there must be, if we are to reconcile the creation of this world as the 
outcome of an intelligent Being, who is capable of justice.” As this justice fails 
here, it 1s a logical necessity to believe ina Hereafter. 

This is a favourite argument for immortality, but it does not seem an 
adequate one. If life is a chaos on earth, then we do not want more of life but 
less of it. The pessimist will never persuade us that because what we know of 
life is bad, therefore we need another life. On the contrary. Because life on 
earth is good, because -despite the difficulties which the optimistic view encounters 
—on. the whole and on the balance earthly life is progressive, because man goes 
from strength to strength, therefore he needs eternity in which that advance may 


reach the perfect goal, when man shall appear before the Lord in Zion. We need a 
Hereafter not because life is a failure, but because it is unfinished. Potentialities 


must attain to realisation. 

Nevertheless, the chapter entitled “Why we are Immortal” is a thoughtful 
contribution to the subject discussed. ‘‘ Man is not a body witha soul, but a soul 
with a body. He is a being with a past, as well as a present and a future. 
Birth, as well as death, are only stages in the progress of our soul.” These are 
sound truths: Wordsworth (as our author quotes) had put the thought into lines 
ag immortal as immortality itself : 


Our birth is but a sleep and a forgetting ; 
The Soul that rises with us, our life's Star, 
Hath had elsewhere its setting, 

And cometh from afar. 

Our “incarnate soul” is “the most persistent and permanent part of us, and 
it is, in fact, our real self —-and the self that cannot perish.” But here the author 
turns the thought to good, practical account. ‘“‘ Immortality embraces the Past 
and the Present as well as the Future, and itis just this fact that we should keep 
in mind—-the real significance of the present—the importance of the Mfterna/l now.” 
Life, as Browning said, is “a stuff to try the soul’s strength on, to educe the man,” 
or, as Ruskin expressed it, ** Let us for our lives do the work of men while we bear 
the form of them; if, indeed, those lives ara not asa vapour, and do not vanish 
away.” Mr. Baker is throughout happy in his quotations. | 

I have lingered over the first chapter, because it seems to me the most 
significant. Yet there are good things in the rest of the book. It becomes, how- 
ever, more definitely Christian and less universally human as it proceeds. But 
he denies the actuality of hell-fire, and defines heaven and hell as. states of being 
in the progress of our soul. “The main point, therefore, is not to think so much 
Mr. Baker 
might be quoting Maimonides, who held that heaven is not a place but a state, a_ 
condition. At all events, the little book (which costs only a shilling) is well worth 
reading, and that is why I have noticed it at some length.

Besides the lists of new Hebraica and 
Judaica, and the critical notices already referred to, and some notes by A. Marx 
and A. Z. Schwarz, the Zeitschrift has independent articles on Leon Modena 
concerning Uriel da Costa (N. Porges), a bibliography of Hebrew books printed on 
parchment (A. Freimann), and the anagrams, initials and pseudonyms of the 
new-Hebrew authors and public men (W. Zeitlin). The periodical is published by 
Kauffmann, of Frankfort; price for the six months (annually), seven shillings. 
THE PARSON CAN DO NO RIGHT. | 

The following witty passage is taken from The Pacific Churchman. It deals 
with the trials of the clergyman :— : 

If he delivers a written sermon, he is a back-number., if he preaches extempore, he 
is a shallow thinker. 

If he is not constantly calling upon his people, he is unsociable. If he visits to any 
extent, he is a gad-about. 

If he demurs at acting as the janitor and man-of-all-work about the place, he is lazy. 
If he rings the bell, lights the fires, and performs a score of other odd jobs—it would 
much better if he would spend a little more time in his study. He could then give his 
congregations more intellectual sermons. 

If he is married “he is an awfully nice fellow, but his wife doesn't amount to 
much.” If he lives in single blessedness (?) woe be to him, All the eligibles—and many 
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of the others—never speak to each other at the guilds and parish socials, or else they do 
speak—gossip ! 

If he is content to serve his Master and his people on a small monthly sum (paid at 
irregular intervals) he is “cheap.” If he timidly asks for a large enough stipend to keep 
his fouschoid “ decently and in order,” he is worldly-minded. 

If his burdens at times weigh heavily on him, and his face gives any evidence of the 
fact, he is taking himself too seriously. If, by the grace of God, he bears them bravely 
and shows no evidence of their weight, he is light-minded. 

If he does not adjust all his ideas to the latest fads of modern “thought,” he is the 
preacher of a worn-out “ orthodoxy.” If he endeavours to correlate the result of recent 
researches with the truths he already holds, he is a heretic—-or worse, a “ modernist.” 

If he would be “all things to all men,” he is a hypocrite. If he is somewhat 
reserved, it is a cloak to conceal his sly attempts to foist a mediwval priestcraft upon 
his people. 

f he quotes the sources from which his best ideas are drawn, he is lacking in 
originality. If he fails to give due credit for these various ideas, he is dishonest and 
a thief. 

With but a phrase altered here and there, how wonderfully this applies to the 
Anglo-Jewish community, and its attitude towards Rabbisand Ministers! I myself 
could add to the ‘‘Ifs.” For instance :— . 

If he gives a learned sermon, he is showing off and speaking over his congregants 
heads; if he speaks simply, does he take them for fools” 

No, a Minister’s lot is not a happy one. 

IBN KASPI'S “ADNE KESEPH.’ (I. Last.) 


Mr. isaac Last is using his leisure at Montefiore College to further the great 
aim of his life, the publication of the hitherto unprinted works of Joseph Ibn Kaspi. 
This. writer of the Spanish school deserves this devotion. Chiefly known asa 
philosopher of the Maimunist type, Ibn Kaspi is clearly an exegete of the first 
quality. ‘His exposition of the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah might be the work of 


the most modern scholar. He refers the prophecy to Israel, not to an individual, 


and in this his theory is far superior to that of some other famous Jewish 
expositors who interpret the chapter of Hezekiah. 

Mr. Last, then, gives us for the first time Ibn Kaspi’s commentary on Joshua, 
Judges, Samuel, Kings and Isaiah. The book has been admirably printed by I. 
Narodiczky (48, Mile End Road, London, F.}. The source of the edition is a 
unique manuscript in the Bodleian Library, Oxford (a facsimile is appended of the 
first page of the commentary on Joshua). The book has laudatory letters from 
Dr. Cowley, Dr. Bacher, Dr. Ehrentreu and Dr. Aptowitzer. To these eulogies I 
am proud to add my own. A second part is promised—to include Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel, and the Minor Prophets. It is to be hoped that Mr. Last will find sup- 
port in his self-denying labours. There is no doubt whatever as to the merit of 
the works he is issuing. 


“THE BIBLE, THE EMPIRE, AND THE WORLD.” ‘W. Collins Badger). 

About twenty years ago, the Rev. W. Collins Badger published a small book 
called ‘‘The Hebrew Bible and Science.” He has now re-cast it, and with many 
additions, reprinted it under the new title given above (London, Nisbet, 1s. net), 
‘that working men may see that the Holy Scriptures must have come from God.” 
This is a worthy end. He attains it by maintaining that the Bible recognised (7) 
the rotundity of the Earth (“When He prepared the heavens I was there, when 
He set a compass (in the margin, circ/e| upon the face of the depth,” Proverbs 
vili., 27); (b) that the earth is a moving body (the phrase in Psalm xcili., 1, “* the 
world also is established that it cannot be moved,” does not mean that the Earth 
stands still) ; (c) that the EKarth revolves (so the author interprets Job xxxviil., 15). 
And so with other phenomena now recognised by science; Mr. Badger finds them 
all in Job. He also sees the Trinity at work in the Creation, though if Elohim 
be plural, why should it imply three persons rather than two ora myriad? Then 
Job’s Redeemer is typical of Jesus and so forth. There is much use made of the 
meaning of the Hebrew words in this book, yet we have such queer spelling as 
balemah (779'?3) and goal (9813). Nevertheless there is, despite the points to 
which exception has been taken, much sound sense in this little book. 

** HA-ARETZ,’’—(A: Saphir). 

It is a pleasure, as rare as it Is exquisite, when on coming across a new volume, 
one is impelled to exclaim: *‘ This is the very book which I was waiting for!” 
Such, however, was the case when Mr. A. Saphir’s Hebrew work “The Land” 


(84) fell into my hands. It is, moreover, the kind of * Zionist ” literature that 


appeals to all of us. , 

Simple in its results, the book represents a great deal of industrious research. 
What then is the book? Its main section runs to 128 pages, each of which is 
divided into five columns. Arranged alphabetically are all the geographical titles 
and place-names of Palestine—wherever possible the ancient Hebrew name is 
given, the Arabic equivalent, with brief descriptive, historical, and critical com- 
ments. All is clearly printed, and the author’s accuracy is worthy of high com- 
mendation. | 

Yet this does not exhaust the contents of the volume. There are three 
important appendices. In the first, are displayed all the ancient Hebrew sites at 
present unidentified ; in the second, we have the places named in Greek and 
Roman writers, but the Hebrew or Arabic equivalents of which are dissimilar to 
the Greek and Latin forms; in the third, a list of Arabic place-names. The 
book is printed by the Kéhelet firm in Jaffa, and can be obtained at the small cost 
of four francs. It is a real bargain and a boon. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 


Attention has already been called to the issue of R. Brainin’s new Hebrew 
weekly to be entitled Haderor (107). The newspaper will be published in New 


York, but there is an English agent, Mr. A. Gable, of Manchester (56, Stocks 


Street, Cheetham). The latter is also the general agent of the Hebrew Encyclo- 
predia (PN. VSI). Mr. Brainin’s fame as a writer of Hebrew, and his repute 


as a publicist, give one much confidence in the future of his new periodical, to | 


which we wish all success. , . 

Mr. Z. Hodes, of Belfast, has prepared a work entitled “ Studies in Sidoor.” 
The author thus describes his book: ‘ The volume comprises a description of the 
Jewish Ritual and Liturgy in the Ancient Altar, Temple, and Modern Synagogues, 
Sephardi or Ashkenazi, and what changes were wrought therein through the 
influence of Pagans, Primitive Christians, Mohamedans, Samaritans, Karaites, 
Roman Catholics and Protestants.” The book can be obtained of the author (7, 
Fairview Street, Belfast), price 5s. I have seen, not the work, but only the 
prospectus. 

The August Zionist is complegely occupied with the recent Congress. The 
editors, Messrs. Harry Sacher and Leon Simon, are clearly well-satisfied with the 
results attained. The London address of the Zionist is 14, New Oxford Street, 
but subscriptions (2s. 6d. for twelve numbers or 24d. for a single number, in each 
case post free) are to be sent to Mr. Symon Massel, 2, Park Place, Cheetham, 
Manchester. The Zionist is a vigorously-written and transparently honest produc- 
tion, and deserves wide support. | 

Amongst books promised for next month by Macmillan’s is the Rev. J. 
Gamble’s “ Spiritual Sequence of the Bible” (with a preface by the Headmaster 
of Rugby). The third part of the third edition of Dr. Frazer’s “Golden Bough ” 
is also announced by the same firm for October. It will bear the sub-title “The 
Dying God.” ‘Two travel-books (also to come from \Macmillan’s) are Dr. M. A. 
Stein’s personal narrative (n two vols.) of his explorations (directed by the Indian 
Government) in Central Asia, and an account of the Hinterland of Aden 
entitled “‘ The Land of Uz,” by Abdullah Mansur. 

An early date, in the period of the monarchy, rather than a post-exilic date, 
is claimed for Malachi in the pamphlet ‘The Date of Malachi,” by “ Lumen ” (I. 
Samuels). price sixpence (Glasgow, Fraser). 

The “ Hebrew (i.e., Jewish) Almanac for the year 5672” (Sept. 28, 1911, to 
Sept. 11, 1912) contains the usual calendar and much information ag to the 


activities of the publishers (the Bloch Co., 40, East Fourteenth Street, New York). 
Among theannouncements, one which strikes meas new, is ‘Judaism andits History,” 
translated from Geiger’s original by Mr. Charles Newburgh (price 2 dollars). 
The publishers say of the book: ‘ For the first time this master work in Jewish 
literature, in its entirety, has been put into English. The translation has been 
excellently done by Mr. Newburgh, and the work is now accessible to the English 
reading public. The growth of the monotheistic doctrine, the struggle 
between the priest - aristocracy and the preacher - prophet, the funda- 
mental difference between Hellenism and MHebraism, the origin and 
development of Christianity as well as the basic difference between 
that faith and Judaism, are drawn by a master-mind thoroughly familiar with the 
original sources.” This is good news, but one hopes that the translator has also 
written the necessary notes. For Geiger’s great work needs to be qualified in the 
light of later research after the half-century that has elapsed since it was written. 

By far the ablest commentary on the ‘‘ Documents of Jewish Sectaries’’ 
(edited by Dr. Schechter) has been written by Dr. Kohler. In the July number 
of the American Journal of Theology appears his essay: ‘‘ Dositheus, the Samaritan 
Heresiarch, and his Relations to Jewish and Christian Doctrines and Sects.’’ 
More will be said of this essay later on. 

Nelson's Encyclopedia” shows commendable sense in following the lead of 
the *‘ Britannica,’’ and including such names as Geiger and Graetz. One misses, 


however, under the first name, a reference to the Centenary and its publications, 


and in the latter Z. Frankel appears under a scarcely recognisable disguise.

SHECHITA: 

The Board of Deputies and the Protection of Animals Bill. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,—The admiration of and gratification expressed by Dr. Daiches with the 
‘impressive and convincing letters of the Haham and the other Rabbis.” is not at 
all unnatural, seeing that there were only two letters that came within that cate- 
gory, the one signed by the Haham and the other by Rabbi Daiches. The avita- 
tion that 18 being fomented by & very smal! colerve, in one which 1s of the utmost 
danger to everything Jews hold dear. When Dr. laiches says that “there are 
hundreds of Congregations all over the globe employing Shochetim who are 
licensed and supervised by the Rabbi of their respective congregations, and there 
is no chaos, no anarchy, no Chil/ul Hashei, while there is at least as much 
Kashruth as we have here,” he is stating that which he ought to know is incorrect. 
It is quite a common thing to find towns abroad in which there are two Rabbonim 
each with their own butchers and Shochetim, in which each Rabbi has declared 
the shechita of his colleague to be trifa, and where followers of the one Rabbi 


must not eat of the shechita of the other. Now fancy several such 
Rabbonim exercising such power in towns’ like Manchester, Leeds, 
and Liverpool—the chaos, the anarchy, the Chilli] Hashem that would 


arise therefrom—-and think, if the civil authorities in Britain would tolerate the 
irregularities that would arise under such a state of things. Why '!-in the recent 
Shechita case a butcher holding his position from one of this class of Rabbonim 
had his shop in the small back parlour of a small house in the East End. Then 
Dr. Daiches tells us that “ Dr. Gaster made it quite clear that he means that every 
congregation which has its own Rabbi and its own Sbochet should be allowed to 
provide its members with kosher meat without being legally compelled to obtain a 
certificate from the Chief Rabbi of the United Synagogue in London.” So that in 
addition to the Rabbonim we have already, any congregation appointing a Rav is to 
have these important privileges conceded, and every time there is a dispute in a 
congregation there will not only be a new synagogue established, but a Rav will be 
imported whose duty it will be to “‘ take it out” of the older congregation, to make 
it as hard for them as possible, and one of the means of doing this will be by 
starting a new set of Shochetim and butchers and thus crippling the older insti- 
tution. Where will the communal respousibility be exercised then, and what will 
those who are not looking very favourably at our Shechita procedure and are only 
allowing us to exercise it if it is properly regulated and controlled be likely to do 
under such circumstances ? 7 

And if any Rav is to have this privilege, what means will be employed to 
attest the bondi tides of the Rabbi and his right to exercise the important powers 
here desired to be conferred upon him? Dr. Daiches says, ‘1 have a profound 
regard for the office of Rabbi,” and I have, but I am sorry to say I have known 
holders of the office who degraded it beyond belief, and [| would never consent to 
give all of them, simply because they are elected by their congregations, the 
right to do something which is now being well done under the present system, 
and which, if altered in the manner now desired by a very few people, 
would inevitably lead to conflict with the local authorities aud terribly drastic 
legislation. Dr. Daiches is unfortunate in his statement, when he says that there 
IS a Congregation in North London having its own Riubbi and Shochet. He has 
been misinformed. The North London Beth Hamedrash has its Rabbi but no 
Shochet, and the whole of London is under the (‘hief Rabbi's Shecheta. One 
can see the true inwardness in this agitation when Dr. Daiches asks why a certifi- 
cate should be necessary from the Chief Rabbi of the United Syn (que in” London, 
The italics are mine, and the whole scheme is hereby disclosed. No wonder he 
appeals in vain to the provincial communities to rise in their might. They have 


had some painful experiences of the ways of some Rabbonim.  lhLet him 
tell Liverpool, or Manchester, or Birmingham, or Leeds or Glasgow 


or his own town or any place where Jews congregate that the Chief Rabbi 
is Only the ‘‘Chief Rabbi of the United Synagogue in London” and that 
they have no part in or connection with him. This is only oue of the moves in 
the great plot that is being engineered to split us up into little Bethels and to have 
no cohesion, no unity, no communal entity. The letter of Dr. Gaster 
addressel to the Board. of Deputies, when it had just adjourned for the 
recess and when this very Bill was not likely to come on again for a long 
time if at all, was sent at once to the Press and was followed by letters 
all on the same lines. In these circumstances | felt it my duty as an old 
member of the Board to place before the community the facts of the case as 
publicly stated at the last Board Meeting. Those who desire to bring about schism 
may stop at no means to get the promoters of the Bull to accept something which 
they might assure the promoters was workable, but which we know would lead 
to endless scandal and ultimate penalisation. It is well that the community should 
know what is going on. . The Bill, which passed its second reading, and 
has now gone to a Committee, prohibited any slaughterer or killer from acting as 
such without the licence of the local authority, or the use of any instrument without 
the approval of the Local Government Board. And a further clause provided 
that all animals were to be stunned before slaughtering. The promoters of the 
Bill have accepted a clause exempting Jews from the provisions of the Act, and 
Substituting the Chief Rabbi, or failing him, the President of the Board of 
Deputies for the local authorities and the Local Government Board. And 


some of the Rabbis are up in arms for a power that, if given to them, would be 
fatal to everything we hold dear as Jews.

From the East End. { 


(From our Correspondent. ] 


ELD( ‘M happily is the wicked pastime of tallis stealing indulged in to 
so serious an extent as has been the case with the Artillery Lane Synagogue. 
Wholesale pillage of this character, unfortunate thoughit be, serves to attract 
attention to the need that exists all round for more effective safeguards. As 
matters stand at present it will be found, in nine cases out of ten, that the 

provision made for the protection of seat-holders’ property is hopelessly inadequate. 
Time and again synagogue authorities are informed of valuable tallisim abstracted 
from lockers—the woollen articles are studiously avoided by the connoisseurs—but 
the only attempt at solace is a promise of greater vigilance in the future. There 
should be no difficulty in the way of a seatholder insuring his belongings against 
fire or theft upon the payment of a small premium, to be tacked to his synagogue 
accounts. It is to be hoped that the lesson will not be lost upon our local beadles, 
who would be well advised to keep their eyes open during the week-day evening 
services. 

There is one synagogue, not a hundred miles from Houndsditch, where the 
Maariv service is conducted by the most wretched light imaginable. It is a 
physical impossibility to read the print by means of the meagre illumination 
afforded, nor can one judge the extent of the congregation, for all is encompassed 
in deepest shadow. This Stygian condition of affairs offers a rare opportunity for 


the sneak-thief, whocan, with the greatest of ease, make himself comfortable until 


the congregation has dispersed, and is enabled to work undisturbed-in the kindly 

darkness. It isa marvel that robberies of a more extensive character have not 

been effected ere this. A little more light at the evening services would enable the 

Shammas to observe if anything is amiss, as well as prove an effective safeguard 

against the entry of undesirables. . 

‘Toes not our charitable system aggravate these things?’ The speaker was 
the late Rey. M. Hast, whose death has caused such widespread sorrow in the com- 
munity, and more particularly among the congregants of the Great Synagogue. 
He and I had been discussing a distressingly sad case that had come under his 
notice as a member of a communal organisation that is still attempting to infuse a 
little brightness into the lves of our East End brothers and _ sisters. 
‘They come for bread,” he said, ‘and we give them—advice. Of what use is 
that.” Those assuredly were his saddest hours when thus engaged. Such a poor, 
hopeless stream of humanity passed before him, and so little could he do to ease 
their troubles. Yet he gave frequently, despite cut and dried regulations, whilst 
his ability to discriminate between a genuine and a doubtful case was something 
toadmire. What often attracted my attention was the general disinclination, 
even amongst the most hardened of charity seekers, to “ bluff” the Chazan who 
possessed the beautiful voice and the heart of gold. | 

Superintendent Mulvaney, who has just retired with honours from the post 
of Superintendent of the H Division of Police, has just been telling a local interviewer 
what he thinks of East London of to-day as compared with the East London of 
yesterday. Mr. Mulvaney, whose Jewish friends in the district are legion, has 
spent fifteen years in Stepney. ‘‘The Stepney of the old days,” he says, “* has 
long since gone beyond recall. The Jewish and the alien population Las tremend- 
ously increased and there are very few native residents.” Certain classes of crime 
had, he remarked, disappeared almost entirely; “violence in the streets has 
almost ceased.” “IT agree with you,” he said, “ that East London is not anything 
like as black as it is painted, and the people’s morality is of a much higher 
standard than it is in many other and more favoured parts of the metropolis.” 
“There are good and bad aliens,” replied the Superintendent when interrogated 
on the point. Said he, “When they. are good, they are very, very good. But 
when they are bad, they’re ’orrid.”. Mr. Mulvaney bears out the observations of 
others when he states that ‘‘ East London is far more sober, and the habits of the 
local residents reflect the change which has been noticed in regard to the popula- 
tion generally.” 

Toa Standard representative, the Superintendent remarked that a feature of 
the alien absorption of Spitalfields and Upper Whitechapel had been the complete 
elimination of the Whitechapel hooligan, “ This district,” he said, “is now 
almost as safe as Regent Street.” | 

I have discovered the Whitechapel Jew to be hardworking and sober, careful and 
kind in his treatment of his children. He is a pattern in this last respect to many 
English and Christian parents I have come across. Also, the alien Jew is no longer 
overcrowded as he used to be. He pays more for his quarters, and is gradually adopting 
the ways and customs of the decent middle-class Engfieh. You see, he has more money 
than the ordinary English working man, and knows so much better how to spend it. 
There is very little public-house in his life, and plenty of smart clothes for Saturday's 
parade of his women-folk. 

A great deal has been said of the ‘ threepenny doctor,” a Homerton prac- 
titioner who attends more than three hundred patients daily, and the closing of 
whose surgery on account of his marriage attracted Pressmen and camera-men 
from far and wide. Dr. Jelley is, however, by no means the only practitioner 
whose fees make him accessible to the very humblest. There are quite half-a- 
dozen doctors in the East End patronised by Jewish clients, whose fees are not 
much higher than those of their successful Homerton confrére. As a matter of 
fact one of the East End doctors who is enabled to ride about in his own well- 
appointed equipage, charges no more than half-a-crown for a whole week’s attend- 
ance, and is said to be the most charming of men, socially as well as professionally. 
It stands to reason that in the majority of cases the doctors must have a private 
income of their own. But the Homerton doctor, a stranger to the district until a 
few months ago, has created a distinct record in the way of huge practices. 

A useful little moral attaches to a story which Mr. Kennedy Scott tells of the 


persistence of the Cockney pronunciation in the East End—Jewish schools not 


excepted. An Inspector was examining an East End Council school in French. 
‘‘ What is the French for ‘to live’”’’ he enquired of the boys. ‘* Virre, Sir,” 
came the reply. The inspector was delighted. ‘‘ Now, what is the French for 
‘to die’?’’ he further asked. Like lightning came the answer: Auwjourd ’hut, 
Sir.’ The boy had mistaken ‘‘ to die’’ for ‘‘ to-day.’’ Says one writer, com- 
menting on the incident, the moral is that East London school children should be 
taught to speak English before they tackle the language of our Gallic neighbours. 
Canon Horsley, who is leaving Walworth for a quieter and less strenuous vicariate 
at Detling, in Kent, once told me of his laborious attempts to teach the real 
pronunciation of English to the young hopefuls of South London. But all the 
training in the world could not induce them to pronounce “lady ’’ in any other 
way than “‘lidy.” ‘‘ Lidy’’ and ‘‘ biby”’ are current pronunciation in Walworth 
to this day.

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NATIONAL INSURANCE BILL. 


CONFERENCE OF JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO CLAUSE 35, 


The following are the four amendments to the Government Insurance Bill, which 
have been formulated by the Conference. Attherequestof Mr. Austen Chamberlain, M.P., 
a copy of these was forwarded to him by Mr. B. > Fersht, with a detailed explanatory 
letter under date of 24th ult :— 

Mr. Chamberlain, it will be remembered, expressed himself, at a recent interview, as 
sympathetic with the views of the Conference. 

1. That a society consisting mainly of aliens should be deemed to be an “approved 
society "' if its total membership consists of a minimum number fixed by the Act. 

2. That every member of such an approved society,’’ who at any time should have been 
a member fora period of five consecutive years, and who shall have been domiciled in the 
United Kingdom for the same period, shall be entitled to tre full benefits of the Act. 

3. Thatan alien member of any such “ approved society,’ who has. not been a member 
for the period of five years, and who has not been domiciled for that period, shall be entitled 


to ‘* seven-ninths’ of the benefits to which he otherwise would be entitled as a deposit 
contributor.” 


4. No’ reserve value’’ shall attach to a member of any such “approved society ’’ who has 
not been a member of the society and domiciled for a period of tive years.

Prejudice-Within and Without. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik, —The statements of ‘ Mentor” on anti-Semitism in England are so true 
and so evident to anyone, who, like myself, has had for many years intimate 
business and social relations with members of the Christian faith in this country, 
that it is with the greatest astonishment I read Mr. bKinstein’s letter in your 
last issue. Ifit be true that, when a storm is about to break, the ostrich buries 
its head in the sand, then the gentleman named is copying the bird’s action. But 
what I wish to point out is that it is not only those of other beliefs who are anti- 
Semites, but many Jews themselves. I will give you an example. My son was 
employed as junior clerk by a firm of stockbrokers (Christians). He was the only 
Jew in the oftice, and was subjected to so much petty persecution, because of his 
religion, that he complained to me and expressed his determination to resign. I 
sought a friend’s influence to get him into a Jewish firm’s office, but on learning 
that he was a Jew, they refused to entertain the question of an appointment. 
This was followed by similar treatment by other Jewish firms whom I approached 
either directly or indirectly. Meanwhile the lad is one of the ‘‘ unemployed,” 
although possessed of more than the average ability, as his references show. 

Now, Sir, if this is not anti-Semitism, I should like to know what it should 
be called. Week by week I read in your paper of what is being done to keep the 
young Jew, who is the greatest asset of the community, true to his faith, by 
means of religious education, social meetings, clubs, brigades, and all the other 
devices which can be thought of. But when it comes to giving him employment, 
it is a case of “‘ no Jew need apply.” I have in my mind’s eye certain highly- 

laced members of the community who are evidently of the opinion that their 
faty to itis finished when a cheque for their contribution to its charities is signed. 
Can it be wondered at that anti-Semitism should grow outside when it is practised 
within, or that the young Jew should drift from his faith ?

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


That the Promenade Concerts have by now been firmly established in the affec- 
tions of Londoners is amply proved by the audiences that have been present despite 
the tropical heat of the past few weeks. Certainly they have been well rewarded, for 
the orchestra this year seems better than ever, the brass especially not seeming so 
strident asit has been occasionally in former years. On Monday evening, the Queen’s 
Hall was literally packed, every seat being occupied and it would have been impossible 
for another person to have got into the Promenade, and the audience was as enthu- 
siastic as it was hot.

UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN’S 
LOAN TRAINING FUND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,-—-I venture to ask for space in your columns to call the attention of 
educated young Jewesses who have to earn their living, to the helpfulness of the 
oan Training Funds administered by the Union of Jewish Women in regard to 
specialized training for various vocations in which there are good openings. 

Some thirty or more posts fall from time to time in Jewish Institutions. for 
Matrons, sub-Matrons, and Nurses. Trained nurses are preferred for many of 
these posts, and the demand for trained nurses for hospital and 
work exceeds the supply. There is a steady demand for Jewish Domestic 
Economy Teachers. Quite six more such teachers could readily find 
work in London alone. Jewesses are also elivible for posts as Hospital 
\lmoners, Health Visitors, Dispensers, and paid assistants to Care Committees. 
All these vocations demand a special training—and in some cases the training is 
costly. But that need not deter any young woman from going in for it: for ‘the 
('nion of Jewish Women administers two loan funds specially destined to help 
suitable educated women to train for skilled avocations. Moreover accurate and 
up-to-date information about all kinds of training is available at the Union’s office, 
and any Jewish lady who desires to train is sure of vetting reliable data as well as 
sound advise as to training, by applying to the Union. 

I desire to bring these facts to the notice of my fellow-Jewesses now. so that 
they can arrange to start training in the autumn term. Our own '". which is 
the real scholastic New Year, can, I think, be appropriately inaugurated by 
starting on a course of training to qualify for becoming a useful and efficient 
worker in the world.

Matt Wells’ Great Win.

It was a contest between Wells’s straight arm blows and Brown’s swinging 
punches—skill against brute force. Wells did most execution with his left, 
sending in crashing blows, one after the other, into Brown’s face. The latter’s 
awkward but forceful style, which has gained him so many victories, was easily 
solved by Wells, who blocked him at every point, and Brown's deadly left did not 
trouble him. Moreover, Well’s punch was the heavier. At the finish, Wells was 
comparatively fresh. Despite his victory, Matt Wells gets a smaller return of the 
gate money, which totalled £5,400, the victor taking 224 and Brown 323 per cent.

CITY OF LONDON HOSPITAL FOR DISEASES OF THE CHEST.—The 
Jommittee, after careful consideration, have decided to extend the use of the Hospital's 
grounds as a means of treatment. The good results achieved within recent years by 
treatment on balconies and by the adoption of open-air conditions in the wards have 
convinced the Committee that, without undervaluing the benefits to be derived from 
sanatorium or convalescent home treatment, still more can be done within the limits of 
their resources at the institution itself. The Hospital, besides having its own grounds 
of four acres, enjoys a situation, adjoining the Victoria Park of 217 acres, which is very 
favourable to the development the Committee have in view. The arrangements pro- 
posed in order to increase the direct benefits to the patients will necessitate the provision 
of an additional large Shelter in the grounds (as a protection to the patients in wet 
weather), and paving in place of gravel for footpaths. B these means and the engage- 
ment of a suitable attendetit to supervise the patients onl in the grounds it is hoped to 
exercise them in a systematic manner and by the addition of light manual work to fit 
them more thoroughly for return to their ordinary conditions of life. In making an 
appeal for special consideration at this time, the Committee think it desirable to call 


attention to the pressing need which exists of structural renewals and improvements in 
the Hospital.

only. other change of scene that we had. Along these lonely 
groves only a few people were seen, and these were merely 
native labourers. 

Towards the end of our journey, however, the road 
became more filled with people, some walking, while others 
drove past in gharries and Whinsign motors. All of them 
seemed to be bound for the same direction as ourselves. 
When our carriage really did come to a halt, the pathways 
were swarming with visitors of all descriptions. It wasa 
most interesting sight, the Indian in his costlv robe and 
the Englishman in his frock-coat, with the Englishwoman 
in her dainty spring gown and winged toque. 

Getting out of the carriage, we passed through the 
great stone gate and entered the grounds. ‘The lawn 
was filled by a merry throng of people, some of 
whom were promenading, while others sipped their tea or 
lemonade in quiet nooks. There were green houses, beauti- 
ful plants and frequent flowers to greet you on every side; 
but what I most enjoyed was the soft strains of music played 
by a string band. 

In front, there arose before us the palace itselfin all its 
Eastern glory, beneath a bluesky. The palace was of a very 
pretty shade of brick-red. Its tall glass doors and windows 
dazzled brightly in the sun, and yet prettier were the bal- 
conies and turrets which jutted out of the building at 
irregular intervals. But, beautiful as was its external 
view, still more beautiful was the grandeur of English 
royalty shown within those stately walls of the palace. 

The great staircase led up from the grand porch in 
front. It was polished and covered with a soft carpet all 
the way. On either side there were pots of beautiful palms 
and maiden-hair ferns. The doors were hung with pretty 
songsters in cages, but the central room was the entrance into 
the dining-room, and was hung with purple, plush and lace.

| AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


We are reading now in the synagogue on Sabbaths 
the Book of Deuteronomy—which means in Greek 
Deuteros,” ‘‘ Second” and “‘Nomos,” Law.” is 
the telling again of the laws given by Moses to the 
people of Israel, and addressed by him to them in the 
land of Moab on the eve of their entrance into Palestine. 

He impressed on them the necessity of their obedi- 
ence to the commands of God—he showed them the 
blessings that will come to them from doing right—the 
curses that will befall them when they forget their duty 
and wickedly do evil. 

This week we read :— 

‘This day the Lord thy God commandeth thee to 
do these statutes and judgments: thou shalt therefore 
keep and do them with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul. Thou hast acknowledged the Lord this day 
to be thy God, and that thon shouldst walk in his ways 
and keep His statutes and His commandments and His 
judgments, and hearken unto His voice: And the Lord 
hath acknowledged thee this day to be a _ peculiar 
people unto Himself as He hath promised thee, and 
that thou shouldst keep all His commandments; and 
to ‘make thee high above all nations which He hath 
made, in praise, and in name, and in honour; and 
that thou mayest be an holy people unto the Lord thy 
Giod, as He hath spoken.”
